The Novato City Council and 
the city parks and recreation 
commission spent a frustrating 
evening last night trying to 
reconcile long-range plans for 
parks and a lack of cash. 
Commissioners seeking an 
override tax of 30 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to finance 
capital improvements faced a 
council that told them funds 
were limited. 
The commission had recom­ 
mended a capital improve­ 
ments program of $216,000 and 
City Mgr. Charles A. Brown has 
recommended $100,000 partially 
supported by a 6-cent override 
rate, the same as this year. 
Brown explained that part of 
the program would be financed 
with revenue from the city’s 
recently established bedroom 
tax, estimated to bring in about 
$40,000 in the 1972-73 fiscal 
year. 
Commission Chairman Wal­ 
ter W.Vater midway through 
one joint meeting said he be­ 
lieves the commission has been 
“ an errand boy and rubber 
stamp" rather than a long- 
range planning group. Its job, 
he said, should be to give the 
council a long-range plan “ re­ 
flecting the needs of the com- 
tion site in the Ignacio area, but 
“ understood the budget difficul­ 
ty." She said she would like to 
see an “ acquisition such as 
O’Hair." 
Recreation Director Edward 
W. Adams said he would apply 
to both the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment and the state Land and 
Water Conservation Fund for 
funds toward purchase of the 
O’Hair property. 
City Mgr. Charles A. Brown 
said the city is now revising its 
general plan and the planning 
commission is working on the 
basis of a population of 70,000 to 
80,000 in the Novato area by 
1990, well below the 174,000 
projected population in the cur­ 
rent plan. 


He suggested that long-range 
planning for parks and recrea­ 
tion should consider this new 
population goal. 


Reprieve For 
Lagoon Birds 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)-A 
reprieve has been granted to 
the ducks and black swans of 
the lagoon at the Palace of Fine 
Arts. 


About 100 waterfowl had been 
ordered executed following the 
discovery of a rare Asian dis­ 
ease that had killed about 40 
birds. Local medical experts 
made a last minute appeal 
Monday for more time to see if 
the remaining birds could be 
saved. 


“ Medical experts in San 
Francisco claim there is no 
need to destroy the animals at 
all since there has not been a 
death in the lagoon for over 30 
days and the incubation period 
for the disease is only three to 
five days,” said State Sen, 
George R. Moscone of San 
Francisco.

Ruegg said the fact is that 
money is limited “ and people 
are just up to their ears in 
taxes.” He suggested that the 
O’Hair property purchase, esti­ 
mated to total $500,000, be put 
on the ballot “ and see if the 
people will buy it." 
Commissioner John Kassen- 
brock said the city would “ have 
to do something in a short 
time" about acquiring a major 
park site “ or abandon the con­ 
cept." Land of suitable size for 
such a park won’t be available 
much longer, he said. In sub­ 
stantial agreement were Coun­ 
cilman David Price Jones and 
Commissioner Geoffrey J. By­ 
water, runnerup in the recent 
council election. 
Councilman Dorothy P. 
Young said she favored estab­

Meadowsweet Zone 
Request Is Rejected 


By DICK SMULLEN 
Before a packed house, the 
Corte Madera Town Council 
last night rejected a planning 
commission request to rezone 
nearly 24 acres on Meadow­ 
sweet Drive to less dense devel­ 
opment. 
Instead, it voted 4-1, over 
councilman Robert J. Flahive, 
to give the owner of the ground, 
American Savings and Loan 
Association, a 30-day extension 
to draw plans and have them 
reviewed by the town staff. 
The owner will pay the town 
for examination of the plans by 
Sedway-Cooke, a San Francisco 
planning consultant, for con­ 
formance with the Corte Made­ 
ra General Plan. (The large 
quarry property is zoned R-4 in 
the general plan.) 
The plans will then be re­ 
viewed by the town planning 
commission July 6 and forward­ 
ed to the town council for its 
July 17 meeting. 
Flahive objected to the coun­ 
cil not rezoning the ground last 
night, asking, “ Who’s going to 
rezone the land, the council or 
the developer? We’re doing it 
backwards.” 
The town planning commis­ 
sion voted March 13 to rezone 
the 23.69 acres in the 700 xlock 


of Meadowsweet Drive from R- 
4, the most dense development 
allowed in the town, to R-l or 
single-family residential. 


Last night C. William Thom­ 
as, planning commission chair­ 
man, said the commission, real­ 
izing R-l zoning would freeze 
development on the site, did so 
because Corte Madera lacks a 
study zone, which would have 
delayed development pending 
development of a general plan. 
San Anselmo attorney Julius 
H. Selinger represented Ameri­ 
can Savings, and argued that 
an extension would give time to 
make a definite proposal and 
have it examined. 
Town Atty. Albert Bianchi 
said a public hearing would be 
required if the council were 
going to zone the property any­ 
thing but R-l or leave it R-4. 
A “ movie” handbill circulat­ 
ed the town drew about 100 
residents to hear the question, 
but the crowd learned the plot 
was misrepresented. 
Based on the premise that the 
council was going to rezone the 
quarry from R-l to R-4, the 
handbill invited residents to 
“ hear the plans to zone the 
quarry to high density.” 


Policy On 
New Firemen 
Cleared Up 


The Corte Madera Town 
Council last night temporarily 
shunted aside the proposal that 
it hire local volunteers in pref­ 
erence to any out-of-town resi­ 
dents for its six new full-time 
firemen. 
The council unanimously vot­ 
ed to hire the six best qualified 
of 10 applicants, regardless of 
their home towns, and establish 
a policy on favoritism for local 
volunteers later. 
The Corte Madera Volunteer 
Fire Department wrote tb the 
council, saying its members 
were worried that “ most of the 
new firemen” would not be 
hired from the 14-man volun­ 
teer company. 
Last March the council voted 
to hire six new full-time fire­ 
men, in addition to the five 
already employed. The action 
ended a fire protection contro­ 
versy that had begun in Sep­ 
tember when two houses were 
destroyed and a third damaged 
in an East Corte Madera blaze. 
Town Mgr. Ronald E. Bartels 
said last night the applicants all 
took written, oral and agility 
tests, and that it seemed 
“ grossly unfair” to change the 
selection rules in the middle of 
the process. 
Councilmen Edward W. Col- 
thurst and Robert J. Flahive 
favored giving extra weight to 
Corte Madera residents. Coun­ 
cilman Harold B. Wagstaff, a 
former volunteer town fireman, 
urged maintaining present stan­ 
dards, to get the best possible 
men. 
Mayor Holmes S. Norville al- • 
so favored upholding the rules, 
but suggested Bartels and the 
volunteers meet and decide how 
the part-time firemen could bet­ 
ter meet standards. 


He Hasn't Missed 
A Vote In 21 Years 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Rep. 
Charles E. Bennett, D-Fla., 
claims the record for serving 
the longest period in Congress 
without missing a roll call vote. 
Bennett completed his 21st 
year without missing a vote 
Monday.

W ildlife Protection 
Clause To Senate 
WASHINGTON (UPI>-By a 
3 1 0 to 5 v o te, the Ho use has 
passed and sent to the Senate a 
bill g iv ing the interio r secre­ 
tary po wer to enfo rce laws pro ­ 
hibiting the sho o ting fro m air­ 
craft o f eag les, wo lv es and 
o ther fo rms o f wildlife. 
The measure amends a 197 1 
law that did no t desig nate an 
enfo rcement ag ency . This auto ­ 
matically put enfo rcement in 
the hands o f the FBI. The 
amendment wo uld allo w the in­ 
terio r secretary to make any 
reg ulatio ns necessary to en­ 
fo rce the law, which pro hibits 
the killing o r capture o f any 
bird, fish o r animal fro m a 
plane.

Despite the months of clamor 
ov er Miss Dav is’s 
“political 
imprisonm ent,” despite all the 
charges that a black Commu ­ 
nist cannot receiv e a fair trial 
in the United States, the ju ry in 
San Jose considered the case 
on the ev idence. It reached a 
decision that there was not 
proof bey ond reasonable dou bt 
that Miss Dav is helped plan the 
Marin Cou nty Hall of Ju stice 
k idnap attem pt in which Ju dge 
Harold J. Haley was slain. 


THE CASE AGAINST 
Miss 
Dav is was a circu m stantial 
one. As alway s in su ch cases, 
the ju rors were left with the 
problem of deciding whether 
the ev idence pointed the way 
the prosecu tion claimed it did 
or whether it cou ld be ex ­ 
plained 
in 
m ore 
innocent 
term s. They chose to believ e 
defense witnesses who contend­ 
ed Miss Dav is was not at the 
places the prosecu tion witness­ 
es placed her, and that the 
gu ns u sed in the Hall of Ju stice 
shoot-ou t w ere “ borrow ed” 
from a closet ou tside Miss Da­ 
v is’s apartm ent rather than de­ 
liv ered by her to Jonathan 
Jack son. 
Why did she hav e the gu ns? 
This was easily ex plained: 
there had been threats on her 
life as resu lt of her Commu nist 
teaching at Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia at Los Angeles. (Not 
ex plained was how an arsenal 
in a hall closet wou ld protect 
her against an attem pt on her 
life.) 


THE APPARATUS 
that set 
u p the cry abou t Miss Dav is’s 
“ persecu tion” had ev ery thing 
going for it to create a m arty r: 


the “ sy stem ” against the “rev ­ 
olu tion,” the white race against 
the black race — and ev en an 
all-white ju ry . 
The all-white ju ry ’s v erdict 
of innocence shou ld prov e be­ 
y ond dou bt the falsity of all this 
propaganda. The case present­ 
ed by the state was certainly a 
strong enou gh one to be tak en 
to cou rt. The ju ry decided it 
was not strong enou gh to con­ 
v ict: it was not prov ed bey ond 
all reasonable dou bt. 
That is what the ju ry sy stem 
is all abou t. And that is what 
free dem ocratic gov ernm ent 
prov ides. It is far different 
from the trial processes in the 
Com m u nist cou ntries, w here 
imprisonment and ev en death 
for political beliefs are com­ 
monplace and the trial often is 
behind closed doors. 


THE 
APPAR ATU S 
tha t 
failed to get its m arty r throu gh 
Miss Dav is’s conv iction will not 
be stilled, howev er. Its rev ised 
line was v oiced by Fania Jor­ 
dan, Miss Dav is’s sister, within 
hou rs of the acq u ittal: 
“ Angela’s acq u ittal was at 
the same time a conv iction of 
the State of California on ou r 
charges of conspiracy . . .There 
can be no discu ssion of whether 
or not a fair trial took place. 
No trial shou ld hav e tak en 
place, instead of this ou tra­ 
geou s frameu p which has con­ 
su med two y ears in the life of 
Angela Dav is.” 


M rs. Jordan conv eniently 
ov erlook ed, for the pu rpose of 
propaganda, the fact that Miss 
Dav is wou ld hav e gone to trial 
some 18 months sooner were it 
not for delay s engineered by 
the defense. 
The San Jose ju ry prov ed ou r 
sy stem work s.

Let each property 
tax pay er tak e the amou nt he pay s each 
y ear in property tax es as a credit against 
his federal and state income tax es. 
At present we tak e property tax es as a 
dedu ction against income tax es. As a 
concrete ex ample, this sy stem sav ed me 
abou t $430 in federal and $80 in state 
income tax es in 19 71. If I cou ld hav e 
tak en a tax credit instead, I wou ld hav e 
sav ed $1,335 in federal and $26 0 in state 
income tax es. 
This tax credit procedu re is mu ch 
more efficient than the u nprincipled, 
inefficient and u neconomical proposals 
for federal rev enu e sharing to help local 
tax pay ers. If the federal gov ernment has 
rev enu e to share (it has had only deficits 
for y ears), it wou ld be q u ick er and 
simpler, wou ld sav e the high cost of 
bu reau cratic handling, if the tax pay er 
cou ld ju st retain the money instead of 
sending it to Washington to hav e part of 
it, after handling ex pense, retu rned.

Re v e a ls Its Own Gre a t Urge nc y 


MOSCOW — Ou t of the astonishing 
Moscow trip hav e come two solid benefits 
u nlik ely to be diminished regardless of 
how well or how badly the series of 
agreements signed with su ch pomp and 
splendor work ou t. One is a q u ite inciden­ 
tal increment that shou ld be an ey e- 
opener. 
The nu clear arms limitation agreement 
is in itself a step forward with a potential 
for the fu tu re good of mank ind that is 
inestimable. Bu t apart from the agree­ 
ment itself is the rev elation of how 
deeply inv olv ed the two su perpowers are 
in amassing the instru ments of annihila­ 
tion. The cards are on the table and 
any one can now see how far down the 
slippery slope we hav e come in assem­ 
bling the stu ff of doomsday . 
The compromise necessary to achiev e 
this first small step giv es a dramatic 
pictu re of the competition in the whole 
range of nu clear weapons on land, sea 
and air. Stopping constru ction of new 
missile-armored su bmarines —the Ru s­ 
sians had a program of bu ilding eight or 
nine a y ear — is a big adv ance. Yet, 
u nder the complex formu la contained in 
the treaty , old G-cIass su bs can be 
replaced with modern ty pes at the sacri­ 
fice of a certain ratio of land-based 
missiles. 


THE URGENT NEED in the nex t 
state-of-arms negoation is to pu t a brak e 
on the dev elopment of ev er newer and 
more destru ctiv e weapons. The frame­ 
work of the SALT talk s has work ed well 
and the intention is to mov e as rapidly as 
possible to su persede the interim agree­ 
ment on offensiv e missiles with a perma 
nent arrangement prov iding a limit lik e 
that now pu t on defensiv e missiles. 
Headed by Gerard C. Smith, the Ameri­ 
can delegation has been a first-rate team 
and the hope is that it can be k ept intact. 
The back -stop in the White Hou se has 
been Henry Kissinger, work ing in close 
collaboration with the Sov iet ambassador 
in Washington, Anatoly Dobry nin. And at 
critical moments when a deadlock dev el­ 
oped, President Nix on in a frank ex ­ 
change with Leonid Brezhnev pointed a 
way ou t of the stalemate. 
The second important gain was the 
proof that the Ru ssians really wanted 
these agreements and a k nitting together 
of major elements in the fu tu re of the 
two great nations. Giv en the rigidities of 
the bu reau cratic stru ctu re, they handled 
the inv asion of sev eral hu ndred Ameri- 


can and foreign newspaper men and, * 
women with ease and efficiency . The 
White Hou se staff performed with first?; 
rate sk ill at ev ery ju nctu re. The conflicts 
that certainly occu rred, ev en as the** 
climax of the talk s neared with the— 
deadline at hand, were resolv ed withou t 
pu blic brou haha. 
In his masterfu l briefing on the night 
the arms limitation was signed, Kissin* 
ger, with a pride of au thorship, called it., 
a landmark decision. The familiar cliches 
—epoch-mak ing, history -m ak ing —fall 
short of characterizing this moment of 
pau se in ou r time of trou bles. 


THE HAZARDS AHEAD 
are plain 
enou gh in the forces that wou ld fru strate 
what has been done here. Those at home 
.. 
harboring all the su spicions and hatreds 
ou t of the cold war will not su spend their 
ju dgment to credit a Repu blican presi- •* 
dent with his Moscow achiev ement. Bu t 
this is minor in the spectru m of pu blic 
opinion. 
Critics of the Nix on mission to Pek ing 
were a scattered few. Most of them 
clinging to the shopworn illu sion of a ~ 
China that nev er was. Becau se great l# 
su bstance has come ou t of this meeting 
and becau se repressions inherent in the ... 
Sov iet sy stem stir passionate feeling, the 
protest this time will be lou der. 
Nev ertheless, it is minor set alongside 
the tangle of animosities pitting China 
against the Sov iet Union, with Indochina 
a tragic v ictim trapped in the big power 
v ise. While Nix on and Brezhnev were 
sitting arou nd the conference table, the 
bombs were dropping with renewed v io­ 
lence on v ital installations in Hanoi and 
the shelling of the cities in the sou th went 
on. 
Pek ing and Hanoi were denou ncing the 
meeting here, with North Vietnam ex cor­ 
iating the Nix on du plicity , stopping short 
of Pek ing’s v ilification of Moscow. 
China’s q u arrel with the Ru ssians is 
accentu ated by the problem of deliv eries 
of war materiel throu gh Chinese ports to 
be transshipped by rail to North Viet­ 
nam. 
In Pek ing’s v ernacu lar, the ru nning 
dogs of imperialism met in the capital of 
commu nism that has betray ed Marx and 
Lenin to carv e u p the world. This last is 
a su spicion that is u ndou btedly shared by 
nations ou tside the Commu nist orbit. The 
answer willcome in how wisely and 
ju stly the two giants administer their 
bilateral agreements.

the conflict between informing the pu blic 
abou t a crime and the right of a person 
to a fair trial in cou rt. 
And there is the desire of news people 
to protect and preserv e the r sou rces of 
information. More reporters hav e been 
u nder su bpoena before grand ju ries in 
recent y ears than ev er before, with the 
gov ernment seek ing to trace su spected 
criminals throu gh the news sou rce. Eigh­ 
teen states hav e passed shield laws, 
protecting news sou rces, and a federal 
statu te is pending. 
Bu t in all this welter of conflicting 
rights, one phenomenon has come to light 
which has been little noticed:the appar­ 
ently increasing practice of gov ernment 
agents to impersonate legitimate news 
personnel. 


A TWENTIETH CENTURY Fu nd tasl 
force report on “ Press Freedoms Under 
Pressu re” docu ments many of these im­ 
personations. In Janu ary , 19 70, fou r 
agents of the U.S. gov ernment pretended 
to be members of the press corps, with 
au thentic press passes, in an effort to 
find ou t where news people were getting 
information to which the military object­ 
ed. 
After the masq u erade was ex posed, the 
Army apologized. Bu t there were many 
other cases. 
The Army secu rity agency inv ented an 
entirely fictitiou s news agency at the 
Democratic National Conv ention in Chi­ 
cago in 1968. Later, a former military 
intelligence agent testified before the 
Senate Ju diciary Su bcommittee that this 
phony agency obtained the only telev ision 
interv iew with Abbie Hoffman, the Yippie 
leader. Two agents who did so well at 
Chicago went arou nd the cou ntry , imper­ 
sonating press personnel wherev er it 
su ited their pu rposes. 
Here and there all ov er the cou ntry ^ 
news people hav e been detecting phonies 
in their midst, and ex posing them. Cre* 
dentials seem to be issu ed q u ite readily 
by police or other officials to k nows 
im personators. The Army som etim es 
u sed legitim ate new spapers, withou t 
their k nowledge or consent, as cov er for 
agents. An Army agent was issu ed bogu s 
press credentials in the name of Rich­ 
mond (Va.) Times-Dispatch — whieh 
k new nothing abou t it —so he cou ia 
attend a press conference of the Sou thern 
Leadership Conference. 
The Defense Department does not deny 
su ch practices in the past, bu t wrote in 
19 70 that instru ctions had been issu ed to 
Army agents prohibiting the u se of press 
credentials or otherw ise representing 
themselv es as newsmen. 


NATURALLY ENOUGH, 
the militant 
left su spects the press, and sometimes 
attack s news people phy sically , becau se 
they are believ ed to be stool pigeons. 
Thu s the press is u nable to perform its 
task of informing the pu blic, and a right 
not of the press bu t of the people su ffers. 
The integrity of news personnel will be 
grav ely damaged if these practices con­ 
tinu e. There is no ev idence that law 
enforcement will su ffer if they end.

T-93, the Hamilton Air Force 
Base building being demolished 
despite Marin County Aviation 
Commission’s vain efforts to 
obtain-a cease and desist order, 
was totally unsafe according to 
Air

personnel 
who 
worked there. 


It had been proposed the 
building might serve the county 
as a civilian terminal. 
Colonel Joseph A. Gagliano, 
who was acting group executive 
officer of the 904th Tactical 
Airlift Group housed in T-93, 
said today: “ We were very 
happy to move out of the build­ 
ing. It was totally unsafe, and I 
doubt if anybody could hope to 
work effectively there.” 


Gagliano said one section of 
the roof sagged so much it had 
to be shored up eight inches 
last summer. Roof leaks this 
winter flooded the building so 
badly that records were lost 
and equipment damaged and 
personnel had to be moved out. 
“ The overhead plumbing was 
continually breaking — we 
were always patching and re­ 
pairing — and many of the 
fix tu res 
were 
alread y 
cracked.” 


Picturephone 
Used In Chicag o 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Edward 
Heveran and Charles L. Brown 
were 20 miles apart Monday, 
but as they chatted on the 
telephone they could see each 
other via 5-by-5 1-2 inch 
screens. 
Heveran, president of the Oak 
Brook Bank, and Brown presi­ 
dent of Illinois Bell Teelphone 
Co., made what Bell officials 
said was the nation’s first sub­ 
scriber intercity picturephone 
call. 
Illinois Bell said picturephone 
service also is available in Bell 
booths in New York, Pitts­ 
burgh, Washington and Chica­ 
go, but Oak Brook and Chicago 
are the only two cities where 
private picturephone subscri­ 
bers may call each other.

“ The base fire inspection team 
was continually checking it.” 
And it is in fire that T-93 will 
meet its end. This week, mili­ 
tary personnel will join with 
several Marin fire departments 
in a joint fire search and rescue 
exercise in the wrecked struc­ 
ture. 
They will put in smoke pots, 
work wdth dummy bodies, and 
set fire to selected sections in 
part of a continuing series o 
joint training exercises in fire­ 
fighting. 
Current plans call for T 93 to 
be totally cleared away and the 
immense concrete slab of its 
base to be used as a foundation 
for new buildings.

Richmond School Orde r 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPD—1The 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals 
today 
overturned 
a 
sweeping district court order 
that would have merged Rich­ 
m ond's predom inantly black 
schools with those of two subur­ 
ban counties with mostly white 
school populations. 


The 4th circuit, in reversing a 
controversial decision by U. S. 
District Judge Robert R. Mer- 
hige Jr., said it believed the 
last vestiges of state-imposed 
segregation had been wiped out 
in the public schools of the city 
of Richmond and the counties 
of Henrico and Chesterfield and 
u nita r y sc h ools s ys te m s 
achieved. 


“ Because it is not established 
that the racial composition of 
the schools in the city of Rich­ 
mond and the counties is the 
result of invidious state action, 
we conclude there is no consti­ 
tutional violation and that, 
therefore, the district judge ex­ 
ceeded his power of interven­ 
tion,” the court said. 


M erhige had directed the 
three school systems Jan. 10 to 
set up a metropolitan school 
district which would have 104,- 
000 students. About 78,000 stu­ 
dents would have been bused 
under the plan, about 10,000 
more than the three localities 
now transport. • 


His decision touched off a 
storm of disapproval among the 
white suburban county resi­ 
dents, resulting in angry rallies 
and a massive motorcade to 
Washington to protest busing. 


The 4th circuit later granted 
a stay in Merhige’s order until 
it could rule on an appeal by 
the counties and the state. 


Merhige’s order had been sig­ 
nificant in that it was the first 
in the country to direct that 
political boundaries be ignored 
for desegregation purposes.

“ May a United States district 
judge comply one of the states 
of the union to restructure its 
internal governm ent for the 
purpose of the public racial 
balance in the assignment of 
pupils to the public schools?” 
The majority opinion written 
by 
Judge 
J. 
Braxton 
Craven 
opened. 


“We think not, absent invidi­ 
ous discrimination in the estab­ 
lishment or maintenance of lo-. 
cal governm ental units, and 
accordingly reverse,” the opin­ 
ion said. 


The 4th circuit, said in devis­ 
ing remedies in school cases, it 
is difficult to “ know how far a 
court can go, but it must be 
recognized that there are lim­ 
its.” 
It noted that, in a New Jersey 
case, black plaintiffs sought to 
compel the state of New Jersey 
for the purpose of achieving 
racial balance and preventing 
defacto segregation to join sep­ 
arate school districts. 
“The three-judge court held 
de facto segregation, defined as 
racial im balance that exists 
through no discriminatory ac­ 
tion of state authorities to be 
beyond the ambition of the 14th 
Amendment,” the court said.

bership in the Association of 
Bay Area Governm ents and 
loss of voting privileges accord­ 
ing to population. 
The stand was taken recently 
by the chamber’s board of di­ 
rectors. 
City Clerk Lillian Nomsen 
said the council, overriding the 
objections, authorized a letter 
to the State Council on Inter­ 
governm ental Relations re a f­ 
firming support of the county 
board of supervisors intention 
to join the new' alliance.

It was then easy to get 
to dummy with a trump for 
another diamond finesse. 


D EEP FIN ESSE 
Any average player would 
finesse with the jack of dia­ 
monds and thus get three dia­ 
mond tricks, but only a counter 
could safely finesse with the 
nine of diamonds and thus 
make the game contract.

At this 
writing, many cities have more than enough 
beds. However, changes in distribution are 
needed.

For many years, half the patients in hospi­ 
tals stayed too long and frequently did not 
need such expensive care to begin with.

With a $10,000 inv estment in a 
.v ideo -play er set and 20 instruc­ 
tio nal ca ssettes, Co ca-Co la’s 
bo ttlers will so o n be able to 
upg rade their pro ductio n and 
m a rketing skills. The v ideo 
play ers will pro v ide indiv idual­ 
ized, o n-the-jo b training at bo t­ 
tling plants, dispensing with 
much o f the need fo r class­ 
ro o m-ty pe instructio n. 
J apan’s To y o ta Co . is pro v id­ 
ing its o wn v ideo -cassette pro ­ 
g rams to dealers, bo th to in­ 
struct car mechanics and to 
deliv er sales pitches to custo m­ 
ers. 
In the future, a car buy er 
may no t ev en hav e to g o to 
sho wro o ms to inspect new mo d­ 
els. He co uld plr.g the auto 
co m pa ny ’s ca ssette into his 
ho me v ideo play er, see the v e­ 
hicles in actio n, and then o rder 
directly fro m the lo cal distribu­ 
to r. 
IBM, which recently acquired 
3 00 v ideo play ers made by J a­ 
pan’s So ny Co rp., plans to use 
the dev ices mainly fo r sales 
pro mo tio n and m a na g em ent 
co mmunicatio ns. 
Businessmen are eag er to ex ­ 
periment with v ideo cassettes 
fo r use in po int-o f-sale adv ertis­ 
ing , v o catio nal educatio n, and 
sales training . But the techno l­ 
o g ica l turm o il a cco m pa ny ing 
the dev elo pment o f the many 
co mpeting hardware and so f­ 
tware sy stems has made many 
po tential users wary . 
Fo ur inco mpatible techno lo ­ 
g ies are v y ing fo r acceptance in 
v ideo reco rding s; m a g netic 
tape, pho to g raphic film, v iny l 


discs, and still so me time away , 
ho lo g raphic tape. Tho ug h pro ­ 
ducers o f v ideo sy stems jo ckey 
fo r a leading po sitio n, v ario us 
eng ineering claims and co un­ 
terclaims are hard to so rt o ut. 
No o ne wants to inv est tho u­ 
sands o f do llars in play back 
units, and ev en mo re ex pensiv e 
o rig inal pro g ramming , in a par­ 
ticular techno lo g y that may be 
an “ also -ran.” 
To help reso lv e the user’s 
dilemma, Video reco rd Co rp. o f 
America o f Westpo rt, Co nn., is 
o rg anizing a distributio n net­ 
wo rk to rent v ideo play ers and 
pro g rams to business. By mak­ 
ing it easy to rent the equip­ 
ment, Video reco rd frees users 
o f the wo rry o f inv esting in 
po tentia lly o bso lescent ma ­ 
chines. 
The three-y ear-o ld co mpany , 
perhaps the leading so ftware 
pro ducer in the field, has 
sig ned up sev eral do zen dealers 
in 24 states as a first step in 
creating a natio nal distributio n 
sy stem . Each dealer, say s Vi­ 
deo reco rd president Staffo rd 
Ho pwo o d J r., will o ffer “ a co m­ 
plete v iewing packag e,” includ­ 
ing a co lo r TV set, a reco rder 
play er unit, and a duplicating 
serv ice that will co nv ert ex ist­ 
ing materials to the lo wer-co st 
ca ssette fo rmat. 
Altho ug h Video reco rd do es 
no t intend to be wedded to any 
sing le techno lo g y , its majo r 
co mmitment in terms o f hard­ 
ware is to the $1,400 v ideo ­ 
ca ssette reco rder made by the 
U.S. arm o f the Dutch electro n­ 
ics g iant, No rth American Phil­ 
ips 
Co rp. Philips, a leading 
m a nufa cturer o f a udio ca s­ 
settes, is also the Euro pean 
pacesetter in the budding car- 
tridg e-TV industry . 
Ho pwo o d, a fo rmer ex ecutiv e 
with the Co lumbia Bro adcast­ 
ing Sy stem, sees “ electro nic 
m ercha ndising ” a s a majo r 
launching pad fo r the new me­ 
dium because ‘y o u can reach 
selected audiences eco no mical­ 
ly .” 
“ Bro adcast TV wo rks best fo r 
mass-audience pro ducts where 
y o u want to reach tho usands at 
a time. But thing s like eng i­ 
neering serv ices, heav y equip­ 
ment, and industrial pro ducts 
co uld 
nev er be so ld o n TV 
befo re.” 
The educatio n market also 
rates hig h o n Video reco rd’s list. 


Video cassettes are co nsidered 
ideal in a multi-media learning 
env iro nm ent. Since ca ssettes 
can be sto pped and rerun and 
do n’t require a darkened ro o m, 
the student can co ntro l his o wn 
learning pace. 
That's why the Co nnecticut 
firm has acquired distributio n 
rig hts to mo re than 
3,000 films 
co v ering such div erse fields as 
health care, o ffice skills, per­ 
so nal finance, spo rts, and mu­ 
sic. 
In cassette fo rm, these 
pro g rams can 
be sho wn by 
clubs, civ ic g ro ups, and educa­ 
tio nal institutio ns. 
“ So me peo ple seem to hav e 
the misco nceptio n that the v id­ 
eo cassette is a mass co mmuni­ 
ca to r just beca use it pla y s 
thro ug h TV receiv ers,” Ho p­ 
wo o d said. 
But Ho pwo o d is co nv inced the 
v ideo -ca ssette 
medium 
has 
much mo re to o ffer than reruns 
o f o ld Ho lly wo o d mo v ies. It will 
pro sper, he believ es, o nly as 
hig hly selectiv e and imag ina­ 
tiv e pro g rams are dev elo ped 
fo r it.

The America n y en fo r Orin etal dishes 
such a s shrimp, cho w mein an d egg ro lls, 
the president o f Sea bro o k Fo o ds say s, 
pro v ides a ready -m ade m arket fo r fro zen 
fo o ds impo rted fro m 
Chin a. 
Beo fre the y ear is o v er, Berger — a 
m em ber o f the first U.S. bu sin essm an ’s 
gro u p to be in v ited to the Can to n Trade 
F air — p lan s to giv e co n su mers a taste 
o f Chin ese shrim p an d v egetables. 


Seabro o k Fo o ds, which do es a $75 
millio n an n u al bu sin ess, is a fast-gro win g 
p ro cesso r o f fro zen seafo o d an d v egeta­ 
bles. It distribu tes mo re than 150 fro zen 
fo o d p ro du cts, ran gin g fro m breaded 
o y ster an d seafo o d n ewbu rg to cu t o kra 
an d o n io n rin gs. The co m p an y ’s m ajo r 
labels in clu de Carn atio n Seafo o ds, Sn o w 
Cro p , an d Kitchen Ready — man y o f 
them regio n al bran ds. 
Berger retu rn ed fro m the Can to n Trade 
F air with a firm co n tract to bu y $200,000 
wo rth o f fro zen shrimp an d fiv e v arieties 
o f ex o tic v egetables. It is believ ed to be 
the first direct U.S. p u rchase o f fro zen 
fo o ds fro m main lan d Chin a. Other p ro d­ 
u cts U.S. im p o rters rep o rtedly p u rchased 
at Chin a’s semi-an n u al trade ex hibit in ­ 
clu ded jewelry , han dicrafts, chemicals, 
an d ru gs. 
“This is o n ly the begin n in g” the ju bi­ 
lan t ex ecu tiv e said at Seabro o k s Great 
Neck, Lo n g Islan d, headq u arters. If the 
in itial ship men ts p ass co n su mer tests, as 
he co n fiden tly ex p ects they will, the 
‘‘do o r will be o p en ed’’ fo r larger imp o rts 
o f fro zen fo o ds fro m Chin a. 


“ We ma y intro duce a n ex pa nded line o f 
ethnic fo o ds. 
“ The po tentia l is big , especia lly since 
Chinese-sty le fo o ds a re so widely a ccept­ 
ed here.” 
Sea bro o k a lrea dy ma rkets rea dy -to -ea t 
dishes tha t a ppea l to ethnic o r reg io na l 
ta stes including shrimp sca mpi, hush 
puppies, ko sher v eg eta bles. Chinese sea ­ 
fo o d, ho wev er, is Berg er’s ma in interest. 
“ The Chinese ha v e been ex po rting fro z­ 
en shrimp to Ca na da a nd Euro pe fo r 
sev eral y ears,” he ex pla ins. “ I ta sted 
their shrimp in Grea t Brita in a nd it’s a 
real q u ality p ro du ct.” 


Shrimp — the mo st p o p u lar v ariety o f 
shellfish — is in sho rt su p p ly in U.S. 
w aters. To su p p lem en t the do m estic 
catch fro m the Gu lf Co ast, p ro cesso rs 
su ch as Seabro o k imp o rt 200 millio n 
p o u n ds o f shrim p an n u ally , abo u t o n e 
third o f U.S. co n su mp tio n . “ We’re alway s 
o n the lo o ko u t fo r n ew so u rces 
o f su p ­ 
p ly ,” Berger added. 
The 20-y ear v eteran o f the seafo o d 
bu sin ess first ex p ressed a desire to go to 
the Can to n fair mo re than a y ear ago . 
He wro te to a tradin g co mp an y in 
Pekin g, bu t receiv ed n o rep ly . The break 
cam e sho rtly after Presiden t Nix o n ’s trip 
to Pekin g in Febru ary . After “ju st abo u t 
giv in g u p ho p e” he receiv ed a brief cable 
fro m the Can to n fair o fficials ex ten din g a 
p erso n al in v itatio n . 
After gettin g clearan ce fro m the State 
Dep artm en t, Berger jo in ed a gro u p o f 
abo u t 3 0 bu sin essmen makin g the first 
U.S. ap p earan ce at Chin a’s m ajo r ex p o rt 
sho wcase. 
Nego tiatio n s with his su p p lier — a 
large go v ern men t ex p o rt-imp o rt agen cy 
sp ecializin g in seafo o ds — were well- 
o rgan ized an d “ v ery co rdial,” Mr. Ber­ 
ger rep o rts. “No cro ss wo rds were sp o ­ 
ken .” 


“ Yo u so o n lea rn there is o nly o ne 
price. There’s no ha g g ling ,” he a dded. 
No r did the Chinese tra de o fficia ls, o r 
his interpreter, try to “ sell their ideo lo ­ 
g y .” Berg er didn’t lea v e Ca nto n until 
a fter the mining o f No rth Vietna m’s 
ha rbo rs ha d been a nno unced by the 
Nix o n a dministra tio n, but there were “ no 
ex pressio ns o f a nti-America n sentiment ” 
“ There a re a g rea t ma ny po sters with 
Ma o quo tes, 
but there a re no a nti- 
Western slo g a ns to be seen.” 
Berger said the hu ge trade sho w, which 
rep o rtedly gen erates half o f Chin a’s an ­ 
n u al fo reign trade, featu red big disp lay s 
o f arts an d crafts, machin e to o ls, hard­ 
w are, an d tracto rs. “ I wo u ld hav e to 
believ e these item s were main ly fo r 
ex p o rt,” he said. 
If U.S.-Chin a trade is really to get o ff 
the gro u n d, Mr. Berger argu es, “ the U.S.

They had their chance to 
stand and utter words of praise to the coaches or 
to thank the littlest man in the room, trainer 
Harry Hicklin for the miles of tape he has wound 
around ankles and knees of all those who have 
run, thrown or jumped for old College of Marin. 


ONLY ONE man in the room was still play ing 
the game of football, Elmer Collett, offensive 
guard for the 49 ers. He play ed for Marin in 19 62 
and ’63 before going on to San Francisco State 
from where he was drafted by the 49 ers. One of 
E lm er’s teammates on the 19 63 team had play ed 
the game until a y ear ago when he retired as 
defensive lineman for the Cincinnati Bengals.

Herman— A Man 
With Answers

Last Saturday, Game Warden 
Russ lid of Miil VaUey dropped 
by the pier to cheek fishermen. 
Frank Spencer, one of the keep­ 
ers there g reeted him with, 
“Hello Herman. How are thing s 
g oing ?”

Pitch Made For Airpark 
At Smith Ranch Facility 


By NELS JOHNSON 
F orm er Aviation Commis­ 
sioner Benjamin R. Ostlind and 
85 boosters of the Smith Ranch 
Airport urged the San Rafael 
City Council last night to con­ 
vert the 100-acre private air 
facility north of Santa Venetia 
into a city operated smallcraft 
airpark. (Another San Rafael 
City Council story, page 12.) 
Ostlind’s plea came on the 
heels of a revelation that a Los 
Angeles based developm ent 
firm is considering a mammoth 
residential complex for the air­ 
port site and adjacent lands. 
According 
to 
City 
Mgr. 
Jam es H. McCown, the Larwin 
Development Corp. of Los An­ 
geles has approached city staff 
with a proposal to build 1,400 
apartment, condominium and 
townhouse units on a 148-acre 
tract that runs behind the Ma­ 
rin Civic Center Veterans Me­ 
morial Building and along a 
portion of the Santa Venetia 
Channel. 
The parel, which includes the 
Smith Ranch Airport, is now in 
the hands of a Midwestern bank 
as a result of a foreclosure 
proceeding, but the Larwin 
firm has an option on the prop­ 
erty, according to McCown. 
“ We understnad the status of 
this proposal is that it may well 
be coming to the planning com­ 
mission through the formal ap­ 
plication process in the near 
future,” McCown said. 


Ostlind. expressing outrage at 
the residential developm ent 
proposal, told the council to 
give “ urgent consideration” to 
acquiring the land “on which 
this only airport in San Rafael 
is built.” He urged that it be 
turned into a recreational air­ 
park composed of an airfield 
for small and corporate craft, 
plus a marina or small golf 
course. 
Councilman John A. Miski- 
men said that' the airpark plan 
was a “good proposal” and 
called for a study of necessary 
funding. Staff was instructed to 
look into funding methods and 
to determine the approximate 
cost of the land. 
Ostlind said that state and 
federal funding programs could 
be tapped for much of the 
airpark development costs, and 
suggested the issuance of non­ 
profit corporation bonds to cov­ 
er the original purchase of the 
land. Bi^t he offered no esti­ 
mate on the total cost of his 
proposal. 
Ostlind, who presented coun­ 
cil with a petition signed by 85 
boosters of the Smith Ranch 
facility, said that his group 
alone could and would “obtain 
com plete subscription to re­ 
quired bonds for acquisition of 
the land.” Many of the airnort 
supporters filled the council 
chambers.

“I am not trying to accuse 
anybody,” she said, adding that 
she only got her own sample 
ballot in the past few days by 
telephoning the county elections 
office. “They were very nice,” 
she said, and promptly mailed 
her a sample ballot. 
County Elections Officer Pe­ 
ter C, Meyer said his office had 
“quite a few” similar com­ 
plaints yesterday, and that in 
every case it was found that the 


voter had been sent a sample 
ballot. In many cases, he said, 
voters had not gotten their sam­ 
ple ballots because they had 
moved without reregistering. 
In the case of Novato alone, 
he said, more than 1,000 unde­ 
livered sample ballots were re­ 
turned to the elections office. 
Yet a spot check of these found 
in every case that the address 
was valid, he said. 
A detailed investigation by 
his office will be made after the 
election, Meyer said. 
He reported that almost 108,- 
000 sample ballots were mailed 


by his office, “or one for every 
single voter in the county.” 
Hugh Cassidy, sectional cen­ 
ter postmaster for Marin and 
Southern Sonoma, said Meyer’s 
suggestion that the Postal Serv­ 
ice was to blame was “some­ 
thing I just can’t accept.” He 
said he would investigate, how­ 
ever, when Meyer produces evi­ 
dence of nondelivery of sample 
ballots. 
The secretary of state’s of­ 
fice, gearing up for a long 
night, was unable to comment 
on the night letter from Miss 
Maginnis.

V oting a p p a re n tly w ent 
smoothly at most precincts. In 
at least one case, however, poll 
w orkers violated county in­ 
structions and refused to allow' 
a voter to ballot despite the fact 
his name v;as not on their rolls. 
The voter, Lee K. Morrison of 


19 Elizabeth Way, San Rafael, 
presented his registration stub 
as required, but the precinct 
workers nevertheless refused to 
allow him to vote. 
By the time the issue could 
have been straightened out, 
Morrison already had left home 
on business. 
The turnout of voters in 
Southern Marin was nearly 25 
per cent in some precincts in 
the first four hours.

PHU MY, South Vietnam 
(UPI) — An unnamed South 
Vietnamese soldier jailed for 
being AWOL by his own govern­ 
ment, impressed as an ammu­ 
nition carrier by the North Viet­ 
namese and now back in a 
South Vietnamese jail is the 
real hero of the government 
victory here, a U.S. adviser 
said Tuesday. 
The man is being held incom­ 
municado somewhere near Phu 
My, a district (county) capital 
attacked last Friday by the 
Communists. 
Governm ent troops recap ­ 
tured the towm Monday, thanks 
mainly to information passed 
on by the soldier. 
He defected 12 hours before 
the attack began and gave gov­ 
ernment and U.S. officers the 
full details of the impending 
North Vietnamese assault. 
The officers have credited the 
soldier with saving Phu My and 
nearby Crystal Camp, head­ 
quarters of a South Vietnamese 
regiment. 
“Only because of the intellig­ 
ence we got from this soldier 
who defected from the North 
Vietnamese were we able to hit 
the NVA before they hit us and 
preempt their attacks,” said 
Col. Phillip Kaplan, senior U.S. 
adviser to the governm ent’s 
22nd Infantry division. 
The defector’s story began 
early in the Communist offen­ 
sive, when he was wounded in 
early April while fighting on the 
South V ietnam ese side near 
Hue. When he was released 
from the hospital he was given 
leave, and went to visit his 
family at Bong Son, north of 
Phu My. 
The soldier overstayed his 
leave and was picked up and 
jailed by South Vietnamese mil­ 
itary police as one of their last

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI) - 
British troops battled rioting Protestant 
and Roman Catholic youths today in 
Belfast and Portadown, 25 miles south­ 
west of the Northern Ireland capital.

NEW YORK (UPI) - A reported assas­ 
sination attempt against two sons of 
ailing reputed underworld boss Joseph A. 
Colombo Sr. may not actually have 
occurred, a high police official suggested 
yesterday. 
Deputy Chief of Detectives Seymour 
Silver said that the gunshot attack on a 
car carrying Anthony and Joseph Jr., 
may have been “imaginary.” 
“ It appears now that all the shooting 
m ay have been done from inside the 
vehicle,” said Silver. At least 18 shots 
were fired , from the car in what was 
purported to be the latest shooting inci­ 
dent in the tangled Mafia affairs of the 
Gallo, Colombo and Gambino families. 


Pollution Fund Call 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The secretary 
general of the U.N. Environment Confer­ 
ence called today for $200 million to set 
up an international agency for solving 
the world’s pollution woes.

The sum is double the $100 million 
President Nixon asked for an environ­ 
ment fund to finance the proposed institu­ 
tion. 
. Maurice F. Strong of Canada, secre­ 
tary general of the 11-day conference — 
the first of its kind that began here 
Monday — called for the money in a 
working paper distributed to the 1,500 
delegates from 112 countries. 
He said the $40 million a year over an 
initial five-year period was needed to set 
up and operate the new but small agency 
to coordinate worldwide environmental 
assistance, protection and monitoring. 


Hits Wiretap Decision 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Acting FBI 
Director L. Patrick Gray III spoke out 
yesterday against a federal judge’s re­ 
cent decision that the wiretapping provi­ 
sion of the 1968 Omnibus Safe Streets and 
Crime Control Act is unconstitutional. 
Gray, who made a quick tour of F B I' 
offices in Philadelphia, Newark, N.J. and 
Providence, R.I., told newsmen in Phila­ 
delphia and Newark that U.S. District 
Judge Joseph S. Lord’s decision last 
Thursday “ may have reached an erro­ 
neous result.”

Nader’s charge brought a sharp retort 
from the California-based club. Its Sacra­ 
mento lobbyist, John Zierold, said Na­ 
der’s linking the organization to business 
interests was the “ultimate refinement of 
folly.” He said Nader’s charges were 
“ outrageously inaccurate.” 
Nader at a Washington news confer­ 
ence Monday faulted the club for failing 
to take a public stand on Proposition 9, a 
proposal on California’s primary election 
ballot today. 
The proposal would impose strict envi­ 


ronmental safeguards in the state—plac­ 
ing a five-year moratorium on construc­ 
tion of atomic power plants, banning the 
use of DDT, prohibiting oil drilling in 
tidelands and imposing harsh penalties 
for any kind of air pollution. 
The consumer advocate said the Sierra 
Club should have taken a public stand 
because the proposition dealt with a “key 
issue” in its area of interest. 
Nader said he hail asked the Public 
Relations Society of America to investi­ 
gate the public relations firm of Whitaker 
Baxter of San Francisco, which has 
attacked Proposition 9 on behalf of indus­ 
trial clients. He said the firm had shown 
a “callous disregard” of professional 
ethics. 
South Vietnam Troops Take Kontum 


SAIGON (UPD-A 2,000-man force of 
South Vietnamese troops today recap­ 
tured the embattled provincial capital of 
Kontum, which the North Vietnamese 
penetrated early in their offensive that 
began March 30. 
Military spokesmen said government 
troops stormed two Communist strong­ 
holds in the city and drove the North 
Vietnamese out of the city. The spokes­ 
men said the South Vietnamese, backed 
by U.S. helicopter gunships, cleared the 
entire Central Highlands city of North 
Vietnamese commandos holed up in three 
pockets since May 26. Government forces 
over the past weeks have slowly retaken 
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ground in the battered city and spokes 
men said today it was back in govern­ 
ment hands. 
The Saigon command claim ed 166 
North Vietnamese were killed this morn­ 
ing in the attacks against the two remain­ 
ing Communist pockets inside the city. 
By mid-afternoon, the command said, all 
Communist resistance in Kontum had 
been wiped out. 
It was the second major government 
victory in two days. Monday, South 
Vietnamese troops, acting on intelligence 
supplied by a Viet Cong deserter, routed 
Communist forces from the district capi­ 
tal of Phu My. 
Spokesmen said today U.S. fighter- 
bom bers Monday hit railroads and 
bridges in North Vietnam in 220 bombing 
raids. The bulk of the targets were roads 


and railroads between Vinh, the coun­ 
try ’s second largest port, and the Ho Chi 
Minh trail through Laos to the southern 
battlefields.

The Novato City Council and 
the city parks and recreation 
commission spent a frustrating 
evening last night trying to 
reconcile long-range plans for 
parks and a lack of cash. 
Commissioners seeking an 
override tax of 30 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to finance 
capital improvements faced a 
council that told them funds 
were limited. 
The commission had recom­ 
mended a capital improve­ 
ments program of $216,000 and 
City Mgr. Charles A. Brown has 
recommended $100,000 partially 
supported by a 6-cent override 
rate, the same as this year. 
Brown explained that part of 
the program would be financed 
with revenue from the city’s 
recently established bedroom 
tax, estimated to bring in about 
$40,000 in the 1972-73 fiscal 
year. 
Commission Chairman Wal­ 
ter W.Vater midway through 
one joint meeting said he be­ 
lieves the commission has been 
“ an errand boy and rubber 
stamp” rather than a long- 
range planning group. Its job, 
he said, should be to give the 
council a long-range plan “ re­ 
flecting the needs of the com- 
tion site in the Ignacio area, but 
“ understood the budget difficul­ 
ty.” She said she would like to 
see an “ acquisition such as 
O'Hair.” 
Recreation Director Edward 
W. Adams said he would apply 
to both the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment and the state Land and 
Water Conservation Fund for 
funds toward purchase of the 
O'Hair property. 
City Mgr. Charles A. Brown 
said the city is now revising its 
general plan and the planning 
commission is working on the 
basis of a population of 70,000 to 
80,000 in the Novato area by 
1990, well. below the 174,000 
projected population in the cur­ 
rent plan.

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Congress Planning Check Of Tire Claims

WASHINGTON - Are your car tires 
growing bald? 
If so, you’re probably scanning tire ads 
that promise: 
“ Exact mileage.” 
“Unexcelled traction.” 
“ Double the mileage of most regular 
tires.” 
“ Im proved high-speed perform ance 
and extended tire mileage.” 
Are claims like these on the level? Or 
are they — like what’s in a tire — plain 
old hot air? That’s what Americans 
probably wonder as they sift through the 
welter of claim after unsupported claim. 
The U.S. government wonders, too. 
That’s why it is asking 18 makers and 
distributors of auto tires to provide it 
with documentation to support the adver­ 
tising claims of 75 brands of car tires. It 
has given the firms 60 days to produce. 
There are so many contradictory claims 
on the market that many here suspect 
that, although the government scrupu­ 
lously has avoided saying so, some of the 
claims — like the tire —• are inflated 
indeed. 
But no one’s sure that the government, 
and the public, will know much more 
after the tiremakers have provided their 
information than they know now. The 
reason is that this advertising documen­ 
tation program of the government’s has 
been a big disappointment. 
Even the Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC), which runs the program, says 
some 60 per cent of the information 
manufacturers thus far have provided 
has been so technical, vague, or irrele­ 
vant that it wasn’t any good to anybody. 
The commission began the program 
late last summer and to date has asked 


for documentation of specific ads for half 
a dozen kinds of products 
When the 
commission made available to the public 
the responses it had received from mak­ 
ers of airccnditioners, commission staff 
members in charge of going over it 
admitted privately that most of the 
material was so technical they couldn’t 
understand it. 
The commission says the aim of the 
program is educational — to make this 
documentation available to the public. 
Then the public theoretically, is able to 
determine whether or not the advertising 
claims are supported by fact. 
The commission does not analyze or 
interpret the information it receives. It 
says it hasn’t the money or the staff to do 
that, and adds that it hope consumer 
groups or newspapers will do it instead. 
Consumer groups say disgustedly that’s 
buck-passing. The material undigested is 
useless, they charge. They think the FTC 
should ask Congress for money to do the 
job right. Neither consumer groups nor 
newspapers have anywhere near the 
necessary money, staff, or time, they 
point out. Besides, consumer advocates 
charge, the FTC shouldn’t half-do a job 
— it should carry it all the way. 
Two moves are afoot to change the 
program, although neither will come 
soon enough to help consumers. 
The first — and the spur that causes 
the second — is the likelihood of congres­ 
sional action next year. Already this year 
the Senate consum er subcom m ittee, 
chaired by Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
has held several hearings on the issue. It 
was at one hearing the FTC admitted 60 
per cent of the documentation manufac­ 
turers send isn’t useful. 
But the commission then turned around 
and asked Moss for more time — some 
nine months — to study the program 


further. He agreed. All he was trying to 
do this year anyway was raise the issue, 
and build a record that showed the 
inadequacy of the present program — a 
necessary foundation for the congression­ 
al action he will seek next year. 
Actually Moss might be able to ram 
through the Senate this year his “truth- 
in-lending” bill, designed to improve the 
situation. But there would be no time for 
House action, and the Senate is loo busy 
now to waste time on bills with no chance 
of becoming law. Thus Senator Moss has 
granted the FTC nine months to reconsi­ 
der its program. 
His truth-in-lending bill would require 
that manufacturers supply to anyone, on 
request, specific and relevant informa­ 
tion about the advertising claims made 
for their products — in language readily 
understandable. This is the direction in 
which the Congress will move next year. 
Meanwhile the commission, under this 
congressional prod, says it is considering 
ways to change its present program. It 
says no specific changes have yet been 
decided. And they won’t say what ones 
are under consideration. 
While the FTC reassesses, the program 
— whatever its value — goes on. Pre­ 
viously a few of the manufacturers have 
made an effort to provide documentation 
that was pertinent and understandable. 
The commission, not to mention consum­ 
ers, hopes others will take the hint. If 
manufacturers have the facts to back up 
their claims, consumer groups think, that 
should even be good business.

'Busing' Holds Up Code Word Book

The election year headlines 
on “ busing” have forced the 
nation’s senior specialist on 
“code words,” Dr. Wayne Ciph 
er, to hold up publication of his 
latest, book, “Code Words of the 
Future.” 


“All of us in the code word 
game had written off ‘busing’ 
years ago,” he explains to an 
interviewer in the Code Collec­ 
tor’s Newsletter. “ We’d heard 
that a few small-fry local politi- 
cans had cashed in on it as a 
code word to signal voters as to 
where they stood on desegrega­ 
tion and the courts. But we 
never thought ‘busing’ had the 
charisma to be named as a 
code word on the national lev­ 
el.”

LONDON (UPI>—The price of 
gold hit a new peak and edged 
closer to $60 an ounce on the 
free market today. 
When the five firms which 
operate the market met to set 
the price guideline for the 
morning session they fixed the 
price at $59.75 an ounce, a 
record for an official fixing and 
20 cents an ounce above the 
closing price Monday. 
Dealers said the higher price 
mirrored opinions about a high­ 
er price for the metal rather 
than reflecting the actual vol­ 
ume of business.

Hospital sources reported 
that some of the miners had 
managed to escape from one of 
the several entrances to the No. 
2 colliery where the blast oc­ 
curred at 10 a.m. (4 a.m. EDT). 
A spokesman for the mine 
owners, Anglo-American Corp., 
said that there was “no further 
news’’ on the fate of the miners 
—435 black Africans and 33 
whites—working a full shift in 
the mine when the blast oc­ 
curred.

Werner von Gundell has main­ 
tained the lowest possible densi­ 
ty is the most compatible since 
it discourages urban growth 
which could spell doom for Ma­ 
rin ’s agricultural operations, 
which are mostly dairying and 
livestock grazing. 
Rezoning of lands around Bol­ 
inas came near the end of an 
11-hour session and found only 
four of the seven commission 
ers still remaining. Commis­ 
sioners George P. Leonard, Re­ 
becca Watkin and Kenneth G. 
Stevens had departed earlier. 
The 4-0 vote rezoning the 
Bolinas-Olema Valley area was 
endorsed by a contingent of 
about 25 Bolinas residents and 
was in marked contrast with 
rezoning of the Muir Beach 
area. 
While the Muir Beach area 
was disposed of in several min­ 
utes, the Bolinas-Olema Valley 
area required several hours as 
residents unsuccessfully urged 
the preserve boundaries be ex­ 
panded to include more of their 
tiny community. 
While most in the audience 
supported the rezoning, some 
major property owners —like 
ones at earlier hearings — 
voiced opposition claiming the 
rezoning was a confiscation of 
their land for open space. 
Among those opposing the re­ 
zoning was Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Los Angeles, who 
owns 1,400 acres in the Olema 
Valley. Sieroty, who spent most 
of the day waiting to speak, told 
the commission his land ought 
to be acquired for open space. 
However, he continued, if the 
land isn’t acquired it ought to 
be zoned for five-acre minimum 
lots which would provide a re­ 
turn on his investment. 
Sieroty also suggested that 
sm aller holdings near Point 
Reyes National Seashore re­ 
main unchanged since he is 
negotiating their sale with the 
federal government. Rezoning 
to A-60 could adversely affect 
the sale price, he said. 
The assem blym an’s land, 
however, like others recom ­ 
mended for A-60 designation, 
was rezoned at the urging of 
com m issioners M argaret B. 
Azevedo and Jack G. Nixon. 
Only one major holding rec­ 
ommended for rezoning was 
excluded. Nixon, supported by 
Mrs. Azevedo, said he couldn’t 
accept the A-60 zoning for the 
Anton Holter property, adjacent 
to the Bolinas Mesa. 
Since the Mesa is subdivided 
into sm all, 7,500-square-foot 
lots. Nixon said, it would be 
unfair to rezone the H olter 
property to minimum lots of 60 
acres. 
At his urging, the land was 
left in two-acre minimum lots 
and will be studied along with 
other areas in Bolinas for more 
appropriate zoning. 
The commission’s refusal to 
act on the Holter property 
brought groans from the audi­ 
ence which expressed fear that 
45 homes would be built on a 90- 
acre section in the interim. 
“Another Martinelli Farm s,’’ 
commented attorney Paul D. 
Kayfetz, who organized com­ 
munity support, including a pe­ 
tition signed by more than 200 
residents, for low density zon­ 
ing. 
(M artinelli F arm s was a 
51 unit subdivision proposed for 
the Elmer Martinelli ranch at 
Point Reyes Station but reject­ 
ed by supervisors last week 
after threatened by suit from 
conservationists.) 
Discussion of expanding the 
agricultural preserve to include 
much of Bolinas brought assur­ 
ances from some residents that 
the tiny seaside com m unity 
could become the vegetable 
garden of Marin. 
Forces in support of rezoning 
said lands around the communi­ 
ty are ideal for organic garden­ 
ing —a point disputed by sever­ 
al Bolinas old-timers. 
Highlight of the discussion 
was a statement by Wrightson 
Switz of Bolinas, youthful heir 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Co. fortune, that he was pre­ 
pared to finance organic farm ­ 
ing near Bolinas on a large 
scale.

Meadowsweet Zone 
Request Is Rejected 


By DICK SMULLEX 
Before a packed house, the 
Corte Madera Town Council 
last night rejected a planning 
commission request to rezone 
nearly 24 acres on Meadow­ 
sweet Drive to less dense devel­ 
opment. 
Instead, it voted 4-1, over 
councilman Robert J. Flahive, 
to give the owner of the ground, 
American Savings and Loan 
Association, a 30-day extension 
to draw plans and have them 
reviewed by the town staff. 
The owner will pay the town 
for examination of the plans by 
Sedway-Cooke, a San Francisco 
planning consultant, for con­ 
formance with the Corte Made­ 
ra General Plan. (The large 
quarry property is zoned R-4 in 
the general plan.) 
The plans will then be re­ 
viewed by the town planning 
commission July 6 and forward­ 
ed to the town council for its 
July 17 meeting. 
Flahive objected to the coun­ 
cil not rezoning the ground last 
night, asking, “ Who's going to 
rezone the land, the council or 
the developer? We’re doing it 
backwards.” 
The town planning commis­ 
sion voted March 13 to rezone 
the 23.69 acres in the 700 xlock 


of Meadowsweet Drive from R- 
4, the most dense development 
allowed in the town, to R-l or 
single-family residential. 


Last night C. William Thom­ 
as, planning commission chair­ 
man, said the commission, real­ 
izing R-l zoning would freeze 
development on the site, did so 
because Corte Madera lacks a 
study zone, which would have 
delayed development pending 
development of a general plan. 
San Anselmo attorney Julius 
H. Selinger represented Ameri­ 
can Savings, and argued that 
an extension would give time to 
make a definite proposal and 
have it examined. 
Town Atty. Albert Bianchi 
said a public hearing would be 
required if the council were 
going to zone the property any­ 
thing but R-l or leave it R-4. 
A “ movie” handbill circulat­ 
ed the town drew about 100 
residents to hear the question, 
but the crowd learned the plot 
was misrepresented. 
Based on the premise that the 
council was going to rezone the 
quarry from R-l to R-4, the 
handbill invited residents to 
“ hear the plans to zone the 
quarry to high density.” 


Policy On 
New Firemen 
Cleared Up 


The Corte Madera Town 
Council last night temporarily 
shunted aside the proposal that 
it hire local volunteers in pref­ 
erence to any out-of-town resi­ 
dents for its six new full-time 
firemen. 
The council unanimously vot­ 
ed to hire the six best qualified 
of 10 applicants, regardless of 
their home towns, and establish 
a policy on favoritism for local 
volunteers later. 
The Corte Madera Volunteer 
Fire Department wrote to the 
council, saying its members 
were worried that “ most of the 
new firemen” would not be 
hired from the 14-man volun­ 
teer company. 
Last March the council voted 
to hire six new full-time fire­ 
men, in addition to the five 
already employed. The action 
ended a fire protection contro­ 
versy that had begun in Sep­ 
tember when two houses were 
destroyed and a third damaged 
in an East Corte Madera blaze. 
Town Mgr. Ronald E. Bartels 
said last night the applicants all 
took written, oral and agility 
tests, and that it seemed 
“ grossly unfair” to change the 
selection rules in the middle of 
the process. 
Councilmen Edward W. Col- 
thurst and Robert J. Flahive 
favored giving extra weight to 
Corte Madera residents. Coun­ 
cilman Harold B. Wagstaff, a 
former volunteer town fireman, 
urged maintaining present stan­ 
dards, to get the best possible 
men. 
Mayor Holmes S. Norville al- • 
so favored upholding the rules, 
but suggested Bartels and the 
volunteers meet and decide how 
the part-time firemen could bet­ 
ter meet standards. 


He Hasn't Missed 
A Vote In 21 Years 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Rep. 
Charles E. Bennett, D-Fla., 
claims the record for serving 
the longest period in Congress 
without missing a roll call vote.

assessing their income taxes. 
And Cellini was charged with 
filing two false income tax re­ 
turns. 
The indictm ents were an­ 
nounced in Washington by Act­ 
ing Attorney General Richard 
G. Kleindienst. 


Nixon Cuts Short 
Florida Vacation 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-Presi- 
dent Nixon cut short a Florida 
vacation because of bad weath­ 
er Monday night and flew back 
to Washington. 
Nixon went to Florida Friday, 
hoping to spend five or six days 
at his island Key Biscayne 
home resting up from his 16,- 
600-mile trip to the Moscow 
summit. Aides said three days 
of steady rain caused him to 
cut short the vacation. 


Lansky, 69, has been living in 
Israel since the summer of 
1970 He is fighting an Israeli 
government attempt to deport 
him. Lansky has been indicted 
twice in the United States on 
gambling charges. 


Cellini, 57, a native of Steu­ 
benville, Ohio, was employed 
by the Raft club, which operat­ 
ed in London from Feb. 1, 1966, 
to Jan. 31, 1969. The British 
government refused to let Celli­ 
ni back in to England in 1967. 
After the exclusion, the grand 
jury said Cellini established 
Travel and Resort Enterprises 
Inc. (T&R) in Miami to organize 
and operate gambling junkets 
to the London club and other 
foreign casinos. 
The indictment said the casi­ 
no extended credit to various 
gambling junketeers. 
If a gambler did not pay his 
debt before leaving the foreign 
casino, his gambling IOSs were 
turned over to unindicted co­ 
conspirators for collection in 
the United States, it was al­ 
leged. 
Instead of paying the money 
to the London club, the grand 
jury said, the co-conspirators — 
all New England organized 
crime figures —delivered it to 
Lansky and Cellini in cash. 
According to the indictment, 
Lansky and Cellini received 
about $198,000 from the cocon­ 
spirators from November 1967 
through mid-May 1968.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -M ore 
than 1 million signatures for 
placing an initiative to restore 
the death penalty in California 
on the November ballot will be 
filed with county clerks Thurs­ 
day, the coordinator of the 
drive said today. 


Ken Brown of the California 
Correctional Officers Associa­ 
tion said the petition effort has 
surpassed its goal of collecting 
800.000 signatures. Only 520,806 
valid voter signatures were 
needed to qualify the measure, 
but the 800,000 goal was set to 
allow for invalid signatures. 


Brown said the number of 
signatures collected during the 
period time the death penalty 
initiative campaign has been in 
progress 
“ has never been 
equaled in California history.” 


“This record-breaking, volun­ 
teer effort, which has been con­ 
ducted by thousands of con­ 
cerned 
Californians, 
is

remarkable and undisputed in­ 
dication of the position held by 
Californians with regard to the 
Supreme Court’s Feb. 18 ruling 
which struck down capital pun­ 
ishment,” he said.

Acquittal Of Angela 
Proves System Works 


The acquittal of Angela Davis 
on charges of murder-conspira- 
cy proves again that the jury 
system functions much better 
than its detractors pretend. 
Despite the months of clamor 
over Miss Davis’s “political 
imprisonment,’’ despite all the 
charges that a black Commu­ 
nist cannot receive a fair trial 
in the United States, the jury in 
San Jose considered the case 
on the evidence. It reached a 
decision that there was not 
proof beyond reasonable doubt 
that Miss Davis helped plan the 
Marin County Hall of Justice 
kidnap attempt in which Judge 
Harold J. Haley was slain. 


THE CASE AGAINST Miss 
Davis was a circum stantial 
one. As always in such cases, 
the jurors were left with the 
problem of deciding whether 
the evidence pointed the way 
the prosecution claimed it did 
or whether it could be ex­ 
plained 
in 
m ore 
innocent 
terms. They chose to believe 
defense witnesses who contend­ 
ed Miss Davis was not at the 
places the prosecution witness­ 
es placed her, and that the 
guns used in the Hall of Justice 
shoot-out w ere “ borrow ed” 
from a closet outside Miss Da­ 
vis’s apartment rather than de­ 
livered by her to Jonathan 
Jackson. 
Why did she have the guns? 
This was easily explained: 
there had been threats on her 
life as result of her Communist 
teaching at University of Cali­ 
fornia at Los Angeles. (Not 
explained was how an arsenal 
in a hall closet would protect 
her against an attempt on her 
life.) 


THE APPARATUS that set 
up the cry about Miss Davis’s 
“ persecution” had everything 
going for it to create a martyr: 


the “ system” against the “ rev­ 
olution,” the white race against 
the black race — and even an 
all-white jury. 
The all-white jury’s verdict 
of innocence should prove be­ 
yond doubt the falsity of all this 
propaganda. The case present­ 
ed by the state was certainly a 
strong enough one to be taken 
to court. The jury decided it 
was not strong enough to con­ 
vict: it was not proved beyond 
all reasonable doubt. 
That is what the jury system 
is all about. And that is what 
free dem ocratic governm ent 
provides. It is far different 
from the trial processes in the 
Communist countries, where 
imprisonment and even death 
for political beliefs are com­ 
monplace and the trial often is 
behind closed doors. 


THE 
APPARATUS 
th a t 
failed to get its martyr through 
Miss Davis’s conviction will not 
be stilled, however. Its revised 
line was voiced by Fania Jor­ 
dan, Miss Davis’s sister, within 
hours of the acquittal: 
“Angela’s acquittal was at 
the same time a conviction of 
the State of California on our 
charges of conspiracy. . .There 
can be no discussion of whether 
or not a fair trial took place. 
No trial should have taken 
place, instead of this outra­ 
geous frameup which has con­ 
sumed two years in the life of 
Angela Davis. 
»» 


Mrs. Jordan conveniently 
overlooked, for the purpose of 
propaganda, the fact that Miss 
Davis would have gone to trial 
some 18 months sooner were it 
not for delays engineered by 
the defense. 
The San Jose jury proved our 
system works. But those who 
sought to make political capital 
of the trial will not admit that.

Bridge Directors' Little Trip 
Will Cost You 3,300 Tolls

Take note, Mr. Average Commuter, the 
next 3,300 tolls you pay on the Golden 
Gate Bridge will reim burse the bridge 
district for revenues it burned up last 
month in three private Sacramento din­ 
ners with state legislators. 
The tab would have been higher if 
district directors on the junkets also 
claimed their regular $50 per diem, but 
they graciously declined their usual fee 
in lieu of some $1,650 shelled out for the 
affairs at Sacram ento’s more elegant 
watering holes. 
As for the wives who went along for the 
junkets, you will be happy to know the 
husbands will reim butse the district for 
their dinners. It’s public money, after all. 
All this largesse, of course, is on top of 
the $20,000 a year the district showers on 
its Sacram ento lobbyist. Just what he is 
being paid for is unclear, since no 
legislation involving the district was in­ 
troduced this year. Guess that’s politics. 
And if you are uneasy about what 
“ our” bridge district officials discussed 
with “ our” legislators, take comfort in 
the explanation from one that the private 
sessions “facilitated a far freer exchange 
of views than would have been possible in 
public.” 
Why is it that politicians prefer to 
discuss public business in private? 


BUS BENCHES would have been one 
fit subject for these leaders to have 
discussed. How ridiculous it is for waiting 
bus riders to have to sprawl in the dirt or 
sit on the curb for lack of any proper 
seating accommodations —then to board 
a $50,000 air-conditioned luxury coach! 
Benches would be especially appropri­ 
ate at the main San Rafael stop under

the freeway, where riders often have 
uncomfortably long waits for buses. The 
benches would have to be virtually indes­ 
tructible to survive, but this is no excuse 
for ignoring basic comforts for users of 
the otherwise excellent system. 


DESPITE SPECULATION by another 
columnist in this newspaper, Anne L. 
Ellinwood was missing from today’s bal­ 
lot in the Third Supervisorial District. 
According to the speculation, she was 
supposed to mount a last-minute write-in 
campaign to challenge incumbent Mi­ 
chael Wornum. 
“ Not that I wouldn’t like to,” she told 
us recently, “ but it’s too late.” She had 
announced earlier her candidacy for the 
seat, then withdrew to run unsuccessfully 
for re-election to the Tiburón city council. 
Terming herself the “ recum bent” coun­ 
cilman, she’ said “ there are no ‘if’s’ in 
history.” 


IT TOOK a 76-page document to detaih 
plans to clean up air pollution in Ameri­ 
can Samoa, and that has got to be the 
most depressing item of the week. Is no 
place safe from air pollution? 
By contrast, it took several thousand 
pages to blueprint California’s plan to 
clean up the air. With this many bureau­ 
crats at work on the problem, is there 
hope?

Make Property Tax 
Credit On Income Tax 


There has been considerable talk lately 
about how much the federal and state 
governments would like to help the poor 
proerty taxpayer, especially to help him 
pay for the public schools. 
There is a very simple, efficient, eco­ 
nomical way to do this. Let each property 
taxpayer take the amount he pays each 
year in property taxes as a credit against 
his federal and state income taxes. 
At present we take property taxes as a 
deduction against income taxes. As a 
concrete example, this system saved me 
about $4.30 in federal and $80 in state 
income taxes in 1971. If I could have 
taken a tax credit instead, I would have 
saved $1,335 in federal and $260 in state 
income taxes. 
This tax credit procedure is much 
more efficient than the unprincipled, 
inefficient and uneconomical proposals 
for federal revenue sharing to help local 
taxpayers. If the federal government has 
revenue to share (it has had only deficits 
for years), it would be quicker and 
simpler, would save the high cost of 
bureaucratic handling, if the taxpayer 
could just retain the money instead of 
sending it to Washington to have part of 
it, after handling expense, returned.

U.S.-Russian Pact On Missiles 
Reveals Its Own Great Urgency

MOSCOW — Out of the astonishing 
Moscow trip have come two solid benefits 
unlikely to be diminished regardless of 
how well or how badly the series of 
agreem ents signed with such pomp and 
splendor work out. One is a quite inciden­ 
tal increm ent that should be an eye- 
opener. 
The nuclear arm s limitation agreem ent 
is in itself a step forward with a potential 
for the future good of mankind that is 
inestimable. But apart from the agree­ 
ment itself is the revelation of how 
deeply involved the two superpowers are 
in am assing the instruments of annihila­ 
tion. The cards are on the table and 
anyone can now see how far down the 
slippery slope we have come in assem ­ 
bling the stuff of doomsday. 
The compromise necessary to achieve 
this first small step gives a dram atic 
picture of the competition in the whole 
range of nuclear weapons on land, sea 
and air. Stopping construction of new 
missile-armored submarines —the Rus­ 
sians had a program of building eight or 
nine a year — is a big advance. Yet, 
under the complex formula contained in 
the treaty, old G-class subs can be 
replaced with modern types at the sacri­ 
fice of a certain ratio of land-based 
missiles. 


THE URGENT NEED in the next 
state-of-arm s negoation is to put a brake 
on the development of ever newer and 
more destructive weapons. The fram e­ 
work of the SALT talks has worked well 
and the intention is to move as rapidly as 
possible to supersede the interim agree­ 
ment on offensive missiles with a perma 
nent arrangem ent providing a limit like 
that now put on defensive missiles. 
Headed by Gerard C. Smith, the Ameri­ 
can delegation has been a first-rate team 
and the hope is that it can be kept intact. 
The back-stop in the White House has 
been Henry Kissinger, working in close 
collaboration with the Soviet am bassador 
in Washington, Anatoly Dobrynin. And at 
critical moments when a deadlock devel­ 
oped, President Nixon in a frank ex­ 
change with Leonid Brezhnev pointed a 
way out of the stalem ate. 
The second important gain was the 
proof that the Russians really wanted 
these agreem ents and a knitting together 
of m ajor elements in the future of the 
two great nations. Given the rigidities of 
the bureaucratic structure, they handled 
the invasion of several hundred Ameri- 


can and foreign newspaper men and^ * 
women with ease and efficiency. The 
White House staff performed with firsts 
rate skill at every juncture. The conflicts 
that certainly occurred, even as the' 
climax of the talks neared with th e -* 
deadline at hand, were resolved without 
public brouhaha. 
In his masterful briefing on the night 
the arm s limitation was signed, Kissiir- 
ger, with a pride of authorship, called it „ 
a landm ark decision. The fam iliar cliches 
—epoch-m aking, history-m aking —fall 
short of characterizing this moment of 
pause in our time of troubles. 


THE HAZARDS AHEAD are plain 
enough in the forces that would frustrate 
what has been done here. Those at home 
harboring all the suspicions and hatreds 
out of the cold war will not suspend their 
judgm ent to credit a Republican presi- -* 
dent with his Moscow achievement. But 
this is minor in the spectrum of public 
opinion. 
Critics of the Nixon mission to Peking 
were a scattered few. Most of them 
clinging to the shopworn illusion of a 
- 
China that never was. Because great 
, 
substance has come out of this meeting 
and because repressions inherent in the 
Soviet system stir passionate feeling, the 
protest this time will be louder. 
Nevertheless, it is minor set alongside 
the tangle of animosities pitting China 
against the Soviet Union, with Indochina 
a tragic victim trapped in the big power 
vise. While Nixon and Brezhnev were 
sitting around the conference table, the 
bombs were dropping with renewed vio­ 
lence on vital installations in Hanoi and 
the shelling of the cities in the south went ,, 
on. 
Peking and Hanoi were denouncing the 
m eeting here, with North Vietnam excor­ 
iating the Nixon duplicity, stopping short 
of P ek in g ’s vilification of Moscow. 
China’s quarrel with the Russians is 
accentuated by the problem of deliveries 
of w ar m ateriel through Chinese ports to 
1 
be transshipped by rail to North Viet­ 
nam. 
In Peking’s vernacular, the running 
dogs of imperialism met in the capital of 
communism that has betrayed Marx and 
Lenin to carve up the world. This last is 
a suspicion that is undoubtedly shared by 
nations outside the Communist orbit. The 
answer willcome in how wisely and 
justly the two giants adm inister their 
bilateral agreements.

Federal Agents' Impersonation 
Of Newsmen Perils Freedom 


There are many conflicts of rights 
these days, in a free society. 
One of the most apparent, and still 
unsettled, is the oight of the public to be 
informed by a free press, and the right of 
the government to withhold certain infor­ 
mation. When the Supreme Court heard 
the Pentagon papers case last year, it 
settled nothing that had not been pre­ 
viously considered settled: the strong 
presumption against the constitutionality 
of prior restrains on the press. 
Beyond that point, the m atter is still 
awaiting judicial determination. Perhaps 
the news media can be punished after­ 
ward for what they have printed. It is up 
to the courts to say. If civil disobedience 
has been committed, there might well be 
a penalty to pay. 


THERE ARE ALSO conflicts over the 
ill-defined right of privacy, both of an 
individual and of the government busi­ 
ness at certain stages, at least. There is

the conflict between informing the public 
about a crim e and the right of a person 
to a fair trial in court. 
And there is the desire of news people 
to protect and preserve the r sources of 
information. More reporters have been 
under subpoena before grand juries in 
recent years than ever before, with the 
government seeking to trace suspected 
crim inals through the news source. Eigh­ 
teen states have passed shield laws, 
protecting news sources, and a federal 
statute is pending. 
But in all this welter of conflicting 
rights, one phenomenon has come to light 
which has been little noticed:the appar­ 
ently increasing practice of government 
agents to impersonate legitimate news 
personnel. 


A TWENTIETH CENTURY Fund tasl 
force report on “ Press Freedoms Under 
Pressure” documents many of these im­ 
personations. In Ja n u a ry , 1970, four 
agents of the U.S. government pretended 
to be mem bers of the press corps, with 
authentic press passes, in an effort to 
find out where news people were getting 
information to which the m ilitary object­ 
ed. 
After the m asquerade was exposed, the 
Army apologized. But there were many 
other cases. 
The Army security agency invented an 
entirely fictitious news agency at the 
Democratic National Convention in Chi­ 
cago in 1968. Later, a form er m ilitary 
intelligence agent testified before the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee that this 
phony agency obtained the only television 
interview with Abbie Hoffman, the Yippie 
leader. Two agents who did so well at 
Chicago went around the country, im per­ 
sonating press personnel wherever it 
suited their purposes. 
Here and there all over the countryr 
news people have been detecting phonies 
in their midst, and exposing them. Cra-s 
dentials seem to be issued quite readily 
by police or other officials to known 
im p erso n ato rs. The Arm y som etim es 
used leg itim ate new spapers, w ithout 
their knowledge or consent, as cover for 
agents. An Army agent was issued bogus 
press credentials in the name of Rich­ 
mond (Va.) Times-Dispatch — which 
knew nothing about it —so he couRI 
attend a press conference of the Southern 
Leadership Conference. 
The Defense Department does not deny 
such practices in the past, but wrote in 
1970 that instructions had been issued to 
Army agents prohibiting the use of press 
cre d e n tia ls or otherw ise rep resen tin g 
themselves as newsmen. 


NATURALLY ENOUGH, the m ilitant 
left suspects the press, and sometimes 
attacks news people physically, because 
they are believed to be stool pigeons. 
Thus the press is unable to perform its 
task of informing the public, and a right 
not of the press but of the people suffers. 
The integrity of news personnel will be 
gravely dam aged if these practices con­ 
tinue. There is no evidence that law 
enforcem ent will suffer if they end.

Sonoma State Students Hope 
Carpools W ill Protect Coeds 


Lack of transportation and 
dangers of hitchiking are major 
problems at Sonoma State Col­ 
lege, but a computerized sys­ 
tem for carpools may go into 
effect next fall. 


Students this year became 
alarmed at the number of coeds 
who were raped either by per­ 
sons who had offered them 
rides or while walking to and 
from the campus. While only a 
few incidents were reported to 
the police and very few arrests 
made; campus rumors have it 
that-rapes have become com- 
mofiplace, with as many as two 
or three occurring in one week. 
Although the campus isn’t 
prortg to paranoia, a group of 
students believed something 
should be done to cut down on 
hitchiking. With no local trans­ 
portation available, students 
without cars thought a carpool 
system might work. 


THE CARPOOL Coordination 
Switchboard opened late in the 
semester and never really got 
off the ground as much as its 
leaders would have liked. They 
hope to be better organized 
next year so volunteer drivers 
will be available when a stu­ 
dent calls for help. 
Students also hope the new 
campus computer can be used 
to set up a more reliable sys­ 
tem of matching students for 
cai3>ools. When students regis­ 


ter in the fall, the computer will 
analyze class schedules and ad­ 
dresses of students to deter­ 
mine which ones might be logi­ 
cal to form a carpool. 
Students, especially women, 
who are stranded on campus 
without transportation will still 
have an emergency number to 
call in September where other 
students will see they get a 
ride. 


POSTERS AROUND campus 
seeking information about the 
murder of Kim Wendy Allen 
are constant reminders of the 
dangers of hitchiking. A new 
batch of posters seek Jeannette 
Kamahele of Cotati, who’s been 
missing since April. 
The campus seems resigned 
to its new name of California 
State College at Sonoma. Al­ 
though the change from Sono­ 
ma State College wasn’t that 
great, students and faculty 
seemed to react against the 
idea of uniformity in college 
names. 
At Sonoma State the tradition 
is to have no tradition and 
individuality is very important. 
Another part of the problem 
was caused when no one on 
campus was informed or con­ 
sulted about the name change. 
The college is known for its 
wide participation in decision­ 
making and everyone hates to 
be left out even on minor 
changes.

SALT Agreement Great Boost 
For Military-Industrial Complex 


WASHINGTON - The daj 
after President Nixon gave his 
report to Congress on his trip to 
the Soviet Union, I went over to 
see my friend Hannibal Stone, 
president of the Association for 
a Permanent Military-Industri­ 
al Complex. 
Because the President had 
announced agreement on the 
freeze of nuclear weapons with 
the Russians, I expected Hanni­ 
bal to be depressed. Instead, I 
found him euphoric. 


“HANNIBAL,” I SAID, “ how 
can you be smiling when Presi­ 
dent Nixon and the Russians 
are talking about disarm a­ 
ment? Surely this is a blow to 
the Military-Industrial Complex 
and all it stands for.” 
“ Wrong,” Hannibal said, 
handing me a cigar. “ This is 
the best thing that could happen 
to us.” 
“ I don’t understand,” I said, 
as he lit my cigar with a 
Minuteman m issile cigarette 
lighter. 
“ Russia 
and 
the United 
States have agreed to limit 
anti-ballistic m issiles. They 
have also agreed to freeze land- 
based and submarine-based in­ 
tercontinental missiles at the 
level now in operation. If it 
works, they may come to new 
agreements to limit arms pro­ 
duction on other weapons now 
being made. This means we 
will have to work twice as hard 
to develop new weapons that 
aren’t covered by the arms 
agreements.” 


“YOU MEAN we’re not going 
to save any money by the 
signing of the arms treaty?” 
“ Au contraire,” Hannibal 
said. “ We will have to spend 
more money now for defense 
than ever before.” 
“ Dammit, Hannibal,” I said. 
“ I was hoping for a peace 
dividend.” 


“ Forget the peace dividend,” 
Hannibal said. “ In order for the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to assure 
us that we have adequate pro­ 
tection in spite of the arms 
accord, we’re going to have to 
spend at least another $20 bil­ 
lion on new weaponry — stuff 
that hasn’t even been dreamed 
of yet.” 


“ I KNEW the President’s 
speech was too good to be 
true.” 
“ You must remember,” Han­ 
nibal said, “ the Military-Indus­ 
trial Complex makes very little 
money once it is in full produc­ 
tion on a weapon. By then

I would say that the President’s 
nuclear arms accord is actually 
a breakthrough for us. 
“ Now we can come up with 
any wild idea and Congress will 
have to buy it. We can say that 
if we don’t have this weapon, 
the Russians may have one that 
is much more devastating. The 
Soviet military-industrial com­ 
plex is probably going to use 
the same ploy with their peo­ 
ple.” 


I SAID, “ President Eisenhow­ 
er warned me about people like 
you.” 
H annibal 
chuckled 
and 
slapped me on the shoulder. 
“ Don’t let it get you down. It’s 
only money. Here, take the 
Minuteman m issile cigarette 
lighter with you. Consider it a 
peace dividend from me.”

T-93, the Hamilton Air Force 
Base building being demolished 
despite Marin County Aviation 
Commission’s vain efforts to 
obtain' a cease and desist order, 
was totally unsafe according to 
A ir 
F o rc e 
personnel 
who 
worked there. 


It had been proposed the 
building m ight serve the county 
a s a civilian term inal. 
Colonel Joseph A. Gagliano, 
who was acting group executive 
officer of the 904th Tactical 
Airlift Group housed in T-93, 
said today: 
“ We were very 
happy to move out of the build­ 
ing. It was totally unsafe, and I 
doubt if anybody could hope to 
work effectively there.” 


Gagliano said one section of 
the roof sagged so much it had 
to be shored up eight inches 
last sum m er. Roof leaks this 
w inter flooded the building so 
badly that records were lost 
and equipment dam aged and 
personnel had to be moved out. 
“The overhead plumbing was 
continually b reak in g — we 
were always patching and re­ 
pairing — and many of the 
f i x t u r e s 
w e re 
a l r e a d y 
cracked.” 


Picturephone 
Used In Chicago 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Edward 
Heveran and Charles L. Brown 
were 20 miles apart Monday,

Heveran, president of the Oak 
Brook Bank, and Brown presi­ 
dent of Illinois Bell Teelphone 
Co., made what Bell officials 
said was the nation's first sub­ 
scriber intercity picturephone 
call.

They will put in smoke pots, 
work with dummy bodies, and 
set fire to selected sections in 
part of a continuing series of 
joint training exercises in fire­ 
fighting. 
Current plans call for T 93 to 
be totally cleared away and the 
immense concrete slab of its 
base to be used as a foundation 
for new buildings.

The country is growing side­ 
ways, according to a recent 
report on population growth

Appeals Court Overturns 
Richmond School Order 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI)-The 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals 
today 
overturned 
a 
sweeping district court order 
that would have merged Rich­ 
mond’s predominantly black 
schools with those of two subur­ 
ban counties with mostly white 
school populations. 


The 4th circuit, in reversing a 
controversial decision by U. S. 
District Judge Robert R. Mer- 
hige Jr., said it believed the 
last vestiges of state-imposed 
segregation had been wiped out 
in the public schools of the city 
of Richmond and the counties 
of Henrico and Chesterfield and 
u n ita ry sch o o ls sy stem s 
achieved. 


“Because it is not established 
that the racial composition of 
the schools in the city of Rich­ 
mond and the counties is the 
result of invidious state action, 
we conclude there is no consti­ 
tutional violation and that, 
therefore, the district judge ex­ 
ceeded his power of interven­ 
tion,” the court said. 


Merhige had directed the 
three school systems Jan. 10 to 
set up a metropolitan school 
district which would have 104,- 
000 students. About 78,000 stu­ 
dents would have been bused 
under the plan, about 10,000 
more than the three localities 
now transport. * 


His decision touched off a 
storm of disapproval among the 
white suburban county resi­ 
dents, resulting in angry rallies 
and a massive motorcade to 
Washington to protest busing. 


The 4th circuit later granted 
a stay in Merhige’s order until 
it could rule on an appeal by 
the counties and the state. 
Merhige’s order had been sig­ 
nificant in that it was the first 
in the country to direct that 
political boundaries be ignored 
for desegregation purposes. 
The merger had been sought 
by a group of Richmond blacks 
and 
the 
Richmond school 
board, burdened with trying to 
meet federal court require­ 
ments in an increasingly black 
school system.

He said the claim that the 
defendant counties “ have a 
right to keep their separate 
systems to be utilized solely by 
residents of the respective 
counties has little merit in the 
face of past discrim inatory 
practices on the part of all of 
the defendants. 
The 4th circuit, in a 5-1 rul­ 
ing, disagreed with that conten­ 
tion. 


“ May a United States district 
judge comply one of the states 
of the union to restructure its 
internal government for the 
purpose of the public racial 
balance in the assignment of 
pupils to the public schools?” 
The majority opinion written by 
Judge 
J. 
Braxton Craven 
opened. 
“We think not, absent invidi­ 
ous discrimination in the estab­ 
lishment or maintenance of lo-. 
cal governmental units, and 
accordingly reverse,” the opin­ 
ion said. 


The 4th circuit, said in devis­ 
ing remedies in school cases, it 
is difficult to “know how far a 
court can go, but it must be 
recognized that there are lim­ 
its.” 
It noted that, in a New Jersey 
case, black plaintiffs sought to 
compel the state of New Jersey 
for the purpose of achieving 
racial balance and preventing 
defacto segregation to join sep­ 
arate school districts. 
“The three-judge court held 
de facto segregation, defined as 
racial imbalance that exists 
through no discriminatory ac­ 
tion of state authorities to be 
beyond the ambition of the 14th 
Amendment,” the court said. 


Denial To Any 
Extortion Plans 


A 21-year-old Tiburon man 
has denied in Marin Municipal 
Court that he tried to capitalize 
on a missing daughter to extort 
$1,000 from a Corte Madera 
man. 
A preliminary hearing on the 
charge was set for June 15 for 
Charles Michael Dodson. 
Corte Madera police arrested 
him May 29 after he told Jack 
W. Forster, partner in a land­ 
scape maintenance firm, that 
he would tell Forster where to 
find his missing daughter for 
$1,000. 
The daughter subsequently 
returned home and said she had 
never heard of Dodson, accord­ 
ing to Asst. Dist. Atty. Gary W. 
Thomas. 
Dodson is already awaiting 
sentencing on two counts of 
obtaining money under false 
pretences. In those cases, he 
allegedly bilked two families 
out of cash by posing as a 
representative of the Marin 
County Housing Authority.

Mill Valley Delays 
On Construction Ban 


The Mill Valley City Council 
last night converted a proposed 
em ergency ordinance — which 
could have imposed an immedi­ 
ate construction ban in E ast 
Mill Valley into a regular ordi­ 
nance which requires two read­ 
ings and a public hearing. 
The council backed off from 
the em ergency m easure at mid­ 
night after agreeing that hasty 
action before a handful of spec­ 
tators m ight appear inappro­ 
priate. 
M ayor Je a n B arn ard cau ­ 
tioned her colleagues not to 
take final action last night. She 
said such a move could draw’ 
criticism from those who might 
c h a ra c teriz e the m eeting as 
‘‘one of those midnight special 
sessions.” 
After listening to objections 
to the m oratorium from three 
developers, the council unani­ 
mously passed the first reading 
of the draft ordinance. 
The moratorium,* if adopted, 
will prohibit the development, 
construction or use of any af­ 
fected property unless a specif­ 
ic use perm it is granted by the 
city. The proposed moratorium 
applies even to those uses of 
property that are compatible 
with current zoning. 
It is being considered by the 
council as a means to prevent 
uncontrolled development in the 
area surrounding Upper Rich­ 
ardson Bay while the city pre­ 
pares a m aster plan for E ast 
Mill Valley. 
The em erg en cy ordinance 
provided for an initial four- 
m o n th m o ra to riu m , w h ich 


could be renew ed for eight 
months and then one year. The 
regular ordinance, now being 
considered by the council w'ould 
establish a one-year morato­ 
rium , which could be extended 
for an additional year. 


Developer W arner Odenthal, 
a property owner in the affect­ 
ed area, told the city council 
that a one year construction 
ban —■ which could easily be 
extended for a second year — 
was unfair to him. He claimed 
that during the past 14 years, 
while his development plans 
have been stym ied by the city, 
he has paid m ore than $100,000 
in property taxes. 


“ The city doesn't need a m or­ 
atorium on its own property 
and it doesn’t need a morato­ 
rium on our property either,” 
he said. “ Our property is zoned 
com m ercial-recreation and the 
city has complete control over 
us anyway.” 
Ivan S. Poutiatine, chairm an 
of the city's planning commis­ 
sion, vigorously supported the 
m oratorium , which had pre­ 
viously been recommended by 
the commission. 
The very presence of the de­ 
velopers at the meeting, ac­ 
cording to Poutiatine, indicated 
the need for a m aster plan for 
the area. “ Right now, there is a 
planning vacuum in the area,” 
said Poutiatine. “ This is the 
reason for the m oratorium .” 
The m easure will return to 
the council for its second reus­ 
ing and possible adoption June 
19.

Whiskey Springs 
Density Opposed 


A referendum petition calling 
for repeal of a Sausalito City 
Council resolution approving a 
density of approxim ately 380 
units for the proposed Whiskey 
Springs apartm ent development 
will be presented to the city 
council at 8 p.m. today in city 
hall. 


The petition, circulated and 
initiated by the newlv-formed 
Nevada Street Valley Neighbor­ 
hood Association, has collected 
sufficient signatures to force 
the city council either to repeal 
the density or put the m atter to 
vo ters, 
according to Leify 
Smith, association director. 


City Clerk Miriam K. Ansell 
said 540 valid signatures were 
collected, more than the 445, or 
10 per cent of the city’s 4,455 
re g iste re d voters, needed to 
m ake the referendum valid. 
In April the council granted 
developer Joseph Duffel a con­ 
ditional use perm it which would 
allow the 380-unit density in the 
development, planned for the 
14-acre site of the fo rm er 
Am erican Distilling Co. 
Miss Smith said those who 
signed the petition oppose the 
high density in Whiskey Springs 
because it would increase the 
city’s populatic.il by ?bout 18 
per cent ac.d intensify existing 
traffic congestion. 
The neighborhood association 
believes the development, as 
V opjsed and approved, would 
“ further degrade the village 
character of Sausalito by gener­ 
ating an additional 3,000 auto 
trips in and out of the city 
daily,” she said. 
“ Most people in Sausalito are' 
also convinced this density in 
W hiskey Springs would in ­ 
crease property taxes since the 
cost of the services which 


would have to be provided to 
development residents would be 
greater than the revenue it 
would bring to the city,” Miss 
Smith said. 


If the council agrees to repeal 
the high density, the association 
d irecto r said the petitioners 
would like to work with the 
developer to plan a develop­ 
m ent “ accep tab le to ev e ry ­ 
body.’’ 


She said the association is 
suggesting, among other things, 
a lower num ber of units, a 
m ixture of dwellings and resi­ 
dent-serving commercial enter­ 
prises in Whiskey Springs and 
o p e n in g th e d e v e lo p m e n t’s 
planned recreational facilities 
to the public.

MANY USES PREDICTED 
Cassette TV Catching 
On In Business World

NEW YORK, N.Y. — It’s not 
yet within reach of the average 
home viewer, but cassette tel­ 
evision is capturing a widening 
audience in the business world. 
B usinessm en 
who 
once 
scoffed at video players as a 
“futuristic” plaything are tak­ 
ing a serious look at the new 
medium’s potential for increas­ 
ing sales and boosting employ­ 
ee productivity. 
Coca-Cola, Ford and IBM are 
among the growing number of 
companies planning to make 
major use of the new “person­ 
alized” TV technology. Video 
cassettes play through TV sets, 
the same way audio cassettes 
play through a hi-fi set. 
With a $10,000 investment in a 
.video-player set and 20 instruc­ 
tional cassettes, Coca-Cola’s 
bottlers will soon be able to 
upgrade their production and 
marketing skills. The video 
players will provide individual­ 
ized, on-the-job training at bot­ 
tling plants, dispensing with 
much of the need for class­ 
room-type instruction. 
Japan’s Toyota Co. is provid­ 
ing its own video-cassette pro­ 
grams to dealers, both to in­ 
struct car mechanics and to 
deliver sales pitches to custom­ 
ers. 
In the future, a car buyer 
may not even have to go to 
showrooms to inspect new mod­ 
els. He could plug the auto 
company’s cassette into his 
home video player, see the ve­ 
hicles in action, and then order 
directly from the local distribu­ 
tor. 
IBM, which recently acquired 
300 video players made by Ja­ 
pan’s Sony Corp., plans to use 
the devices mainly for sales 
promotion and management 
communications. 
Businessmen are eager to ex­ 
periment with video cassettes 
for use in point-of-sale advertis­ 
ing, vocational education, and 
sales training. But the technol­ 
ogical turmoil accompanying 
the development of the many 
competing hardware and sof­ 
tware systems has made many 
potential users wary. 
Four incompatible technolo­ 
gies are vying for acceptance in 
video recordings: magnetic 
tape, photographic film, vinyl 


discs, and still some time away, 
holographic tape. Though pro­ 
ducers of video systems jockey 
for a leading position, various 
engineering claims and coun­ 
terclaims are hard to sort out. 
No one wants to invest thou­ 
sands of dollars in playback 
units, and even more expensive 
original programming, in a par­ 
ticular technology that may be 
an “also-ran.” 
To help resolve the user’s 
dilemma, Videorecord Corp. of 
America of Westport, Conn., is 
organizing a distribution net­ 
work to rent video players and 
programs to business. By mak­ 
ing it easy to rent the equip­ 
ment, Videorecord frees users 
of the worry of investing in 
potentially obsolescent ma­ 
chines. 
The three-year-old company, 
perhaps the leading software 
producer in the field, has 
signed up several dozen dealers 
in 24 states as a first step in 
creating a national distribution 
system. Each dealer, says Vi­ 
deorecord president Stafford 
Hopwood Jr., will offer “a com­ 
plete viewing package,” includ­ 
ing a color TV set, a recorder 
player unit, and a duplicating 
service that will convert exist­ 
ing materials to the lower-cost 
cassette format. 
Although Videorecord does 
not intend to be wedded to any 
single technology, its major 
commitment in terms of hard­ 
ware is to the $1,400 video­ 
cassette recorder made by the 
U.S. arm of the Dutch electron­ 
ics giant, North American Phil­ 
ips Corp. Philips, a leading 
manufacturer of audio cas­ 
settes, is also the European 
pacesetter in the budding car- 
tridge-TV industry. 
Hopwood, a former executive 
with the Columbia Broadcast­ 
ing System, sees “electronic 
merchandising” as a major 
launching pad for the new me­ 
dium because ‘you can reach 
selected audiences economical­ 
ly.” 
“Broadcast TV works best for 
mass-audience products where 
you want to reach thousands at 
a time. But things like engi­ 
neering services, heavy equip­ 
ment, and industrial products 
could never be sold on TV 
before.” 
The education market also 
rates hif*h on Videnreenrd’s list 


Video cassettes are considered 
ideal in a multi-media learning 
environment. Since cassettes 
can be stopped and rerun and 
don’t require a darkened room, 
the student can control his own 
learning pace. 
That’s why the Connecticut 
firm has acquired distribution 
rights to more than 3,000 films 
covering such diverse fields as 
health care, office skills, per­ 
sonal finance, sports, and mu­ 
sic. In cassette form, these 
programs can be shown by 
clubs, civic groups, and educa­ 
tional institutions. 
“Some people seem to have 
the misconception that the vid­ 
eo cassette is a mass communi­ 
cator just because it plays 
through TV receivers,” Hop­ 
wood said. 
But Hopwood is convinced the 
video-cassette medium has 
much more to offer than reruns 
of old Hollywood movies. It will 
prosper, he believes, only as 
highly selective and imagina­ 
tive programs are developed 
for it. 


Suit Says Clear

Francisco Superior Court on 
Monday, claiming Clear Lake 
had been polluted. 
The 34 plaintiffs named as 
defendants the state of Califor­ 
nia, Lake County, the Clear 
Lake Keys Co. and Marvin T. 
Levin and Robert Ducca, com­ 
pany officials. 
Their suit contended the de­ 
velopers of a marina at the lake 
had “improperly planned, de­ 
signed and constructed said 
tract.” 
As a result, there were im­ 
proper facilities for the disposal 
of pollutants, the suit continued.

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Eastern Firm Captures Canton Seafood Pact Israel: Air

NEW YORK — If seafcod expert Murry 
P. Berger has his way, U.S.-China trade 
may soon develop a pungent flavor all its 
own. 
The American yen for Orinetal dishes 
such as shrimp, chow mein and egg rolls, 
the president of Seabrook Foods says, 
provides a ready-made market for frozen 
foods imported from China. 
Beofre the year is over, Berger — a 
member of the first U.S. businessman’s 
group to be invited to the Canton Trade 
Fair — plans to give consumers a taste 
of Chinese shrimp and vegetables. 


Seabrook Foods, which does a $75 
million annual business, is a fast-growing 
processor of frozen seafood and vegeta­ 
bles. It distributes more than 150 frozen 
food products, ranging from breaded 
oyster and seafood newburg to cut okra 
and onion rings. 'The company’s major 
labels include Carnation Seafoods, Snow 
Crop, and Kitchen Ready — many of 
them regional brands. 
Berger returned from the Canton Trade 
Fair with a firm contract to buy $200,000 
worth of frozen shrimp and five varieties 
of exotic vegetables. It is believed to be 
the first direct U.S. purchase of frozen 
foods from mainland China. Other prod­ 
ucts U.S. importers reportedly purchased 
at China’s semi-annual trade exhibit in­ 
cluded jewelry, handicrafts, chemicals, 
and rugs. 
“ This is only the beginning’’ the jubi­ 
lant executive said at Seabrook's Great 
Neck, Long Island, headquarters. If the 
init.ial shipments pass consumer tests, as 
he confidently expects they will, the 
“ door will be opened’’ for larger imports 
of frozen foods from China. 


“ We may introduce an expanded line of 
ethnic foods 
“ The potential is big, especially since 
Chinese-style foods are so widely accept­ 
ed here.” 
Seabrook already markets ready-to-eat 
dishes that appeal to ethnic or regional 
tastes including shrimp scampi, hush 
puppies, kosher vegetables. Chinese sea­ 
food, however, is Berger’s main interest. 
“ The Chinese have been exporting froz­ 
en shrimp to Canada and Europe for 
several years,” he explains. “ I tasted 
their shrimp in Great Britain and it’s a 
real quality product.” 


Shrimp ■— the most popular variety of 
shellfish — is in short supply in U.S. 
waters. To supplement the domestic 
catch from the Gulf Coast, processors 
such as Seabrook import 200 million 
pounds of shrimp annually, about one 
third of U.S. consumption. “ We’re always 
on the lookout for new sources of sup­ 
ply,” Berger added. 
The 20-year veteran of the seafood 
business first expressed a desire to go to 
the Canton fair more than a year ago. 
He wrote to a trading company in 
Peking, but received no reply. The break 
came shortly after President Nixon’s trip 
to Peking in February. After “ just about 
giving up hope” he received a brief cable 
from the Canton fair officials extending a 
personal invitation. 
After getting clearance from the State 
Department, Berger joined a group of 
about 
businessmen making the first 
U.S. appearance at China’s major export 
show'case. 
Negotiations with his supplier — a 
large government export-import agency 
specializing in seafoods — were well- 
organized and “ very cordial,” Mr. Ber­ 
ger reports. “ No cross words were spo­ 
ken.” 


“ You soon learn there is only one 
price. There’s no haggling,” he added. 
Nor did the Chinese trade officials, or 
his interpreter, try to “ sell their ideolo-. 
gy.” Berger didn’t leave Canton until 
after the mining of North Vietnam’s 
harbors had been announced by the 
Nixon administration, but there were “ no 
expressions of anti-American sentiment ” 
“ There are a great many posters with 
Mao quotes, but there are no anti- 
Western slogans to be seen.” 
Berger said the huge trade show, which 
reportedly generates half of China’s an­ 
nual foreign trade, featured big displays 
of arts and crafts, machine tools, hard­ 
ware, and tractors. “ I would have to 
believe these items were mainly for 
export,” he said. 
If U.S.-China trade is really to get off 
the ground, Mr. Berger argues, “ the U.S. 
will have to drop its discriminatory 
tariffs.” 
“ If we’re sincere in wanting to expand 
commercial contacts, Chinese goods will 
have to enter the U.S. on an equal footing 
with non-Communist nations.” 
Fortunately for Seabrook, seafoods are 
a non-dutiable item in the U.S. Also 
transportation costs are low. Most other 
Chinese products, such as handicrafts 
and textiles, face a stiff duty that, in 
many cases, may price them out of the 
U.S. market. 
If the U.S. hopes to export high- 
technology goods to China, economists 
say the U.S. government will have to put 
out the welcome mat for Chinese goods. 
China policy is to pay cash for everything 
and seek a close balance between exports 
and imports, by holding imports down to 
the level of its exports. Peking has been 
able to boast quite accurately that it has 
no external debt.

U.S. Doctors Look At Acupuncture

Since President Nixon’s trip 
to Peking the American public 
in general and the medical pro­ 
fession in particular have been 
increasingly intrigued by the 
Chinese practice of acupunc­ 
ture. 
The word and the technique 
it.self have not been unknown 
here but in the minds of many 
persons it has been associated 
with the pseudo-scientific or in 
some cases the occult. 
With the impetus provided by 
Ni.xon’s visit and press cover­ 
age of actual surgical proce­ 
dures using needles to kill pain, 
public interest has escalated to 
the point where professionals 
and laymen are having second 
thoughts about the ancient 
Chinese art. 
A nationwide survey by UPI 
suggests that doctors and medi­ 
cal institutions are equally 
wary of acupuncture at the 
present time. There are very 
few exceptions. 
The general tenor of the sur­ 
vey was typified by Dr. John 
Lincoln, chief of anesthesiology 
at Maine .Medical Center, that 
state’s leading hospital. 
“ 1 am extremely interested in 
acupuncture—watching 
devel- 
opme^s and scientist* litera­ 
ture to help in making the 
decision on our future course,” 
Lincoln said, 
A negative response came 
from a spokesman for Dr. Jo­ 
seph Simino, commissioner of

safeguards. 
From its headquarters in 
Park Ridge, 111., the ASA said 
Friday while acupuncture was 
“ a potentially valuable tech­ 
nique” there were possible haz­ 
ards as.sociated with it includ­ 
ing 
the 
application

acupuncture to patients who 
have not been properly psychol­ 
ogically evaluated. 


“ If acupuncture is applied 
indiscriminately, severe mental 
trauma could result in certain 
patients,” said the .AS.A. 
Another hazard was the possi­ 
ble misu.se of acupuncture by 
quacks attempting to treat a 
variety of illnes.ses, including 
cancer and arthritis, thereby 
diverting the patients from ob­ 
taining established medical 
treatment, the society said. 


The U PI survey indicated 
that there were almost no ongo­ 
ing studies or plans to study 
acupuncture on a regular class­ 
room basis in American medi­ 
cal schools although the curiosi­ 
ty level was high. 


The major exception ap­ 
peared to be the University of 
Illinois .Medical School where 
chief anasthesiologist Dr. .Alon 
Winnie said, “ we plan to start a 
large program in use of acu­ 
puncture in about a month...in 
our upcoming study we will 
pick patients randomly to re­ 
ceive acupuncture and others to 
get drug injections. Then we 
will crossover and compare re­ 
sults of those given acupunc­ 
ture and those given usual 
anesthesia.” 
But Dr. Winnie said as of now 
no courses of study were 
planned. He, too, e.xhibited the 
caution of the others saying 
“ my feelings are strong that it 
should be evaluated before it 
comes into wide usage.”

Everyone had his say. They had their chance to 
stand and utter words of praise to the coaches or 
to thank the littlest man in the room, trainer 
Harry Hicklin for the miles of tape he has wound 
around ankles and knees of all those who have 
run, thrown or jumped for old College of Marin. 


ONLY ONE man in the room was still playing 
the game of football, Elm er Collett, offensive 
guard for the 49ers. He played for Marin in 1962 
and ’63 before going on to San Francisco State 
from where he was drafted by the 49ers.

You are also violating the 
Fish and Game Code.

Latest to make 
this mistake was a Napa Coun­ 
ty College student. He appeared 
in the St. Helena Justice Court 
May 31, and after pleading nole 
contendre to a charge of taking 
a live fawn, he was fined $125, 
suspended on condition he pui 
two days in the county prison’s 
work program.

Stone, now 24 and a year 
older, is back with the Giants 
and the other night in Candle­ 
stick Park he brought in his 
third consecutive complete 
game victory, a 5-2, five-hitter 
over the Dodgers whom he had 
shutout 1-0 eight days before in 
Los Angeles. 


IN THAT SHUTOUT, his first 
win of 1972 after losing three in 


relief roles and one in a com­ 
plete game during which he 
allowed just three runs, Stone 
did something that upset Frank 
Robinson. Stone sent Robinson 
sprawling in the ninth inning 
with a tight fast ball after 
which the Dodger slugger 
grounded out. 


“I wasn’t throwing at you,” 
Stone told Robinson as he 
crossed the infield, returning to 
the Dodger dugout from first 
base. 
“ I never said you were,” 
replied Robinson. 


WHEN STONE faced the 
Dodgers again in Candlestick, 
June 1, Robinson was resting. 
Bill Buckner was in right field 
for him. Buckner had gotten the 
first hit of the game off Stone, a 
first inning single. When Buck­ 
ner came up the second time in 
the fourth, Stone somersaulted 
him into the dirt with a tight 
fast one and then Buckner 
grounded out. 
Stone learned last year that 
batters will take a pitcher’s 
bread and butter away from 
him if permitted to dig in. But 
Stone learned other things, too, 
while he was pitching his way 
back to the big time. At Phoe­ 
nix he learned how to control 
his breaking stuff. And he also 
put an effective polish on his 
changeup.

This had happened be­ 
fore, with Russ just taking it in 
stride. But Saturday he decided 
to question Frank as to why he 
always called him “Herman”. 


FRANK SAID, “Why, I’ve 
been calling you for the past 
two years on the pnone, and I 
always call you Herman.” In 
fact, I’ve got the name Herman 
and your phone number listed 
here under game warden.” 
The phone num ber didn’t 
match Russ’s either, so for the 
past two years someone named 
Herman has been the official 
Marin Rod and Gun Club law­ 
maker and answerman. Wonder 
what the real Herman has been 
thinking aU these years. 
Saturday some stripers were 
brought into the rod and gun 
club dock by fishermen trolling 
the bridge, or “shiner fishing” 
over at The Brothers Islands. 
At Loch Lomond, Bill Boyle of 
the Loch Lomond live bait 
barge said he sold about 125 
dozen shiners to the Saturday 
drift fishermen who use live 
bait. 


HE 
HAD 
about 30 fish 
weighed through his station 
there with the largest going 27 
pounds, taken by Grant Howe 
of San Francisco.

I 
checked Grant Sunday about 11 
a.m. and he had two. He said 
the south brisk wind ruined the 
fishing, as the drift was one 
way and the wind was the 
other. It was rough and cold 
also. The 50 or so boats working 
the outgoing rip tides had noth­ 
ing but trouble. That’s fishing! 
Even though the bay was 
rough, the ocean off Rocky 
Point and Stinson Beach was 
generally calm. Best salmon I 
heard of this week was a 35- 
pounder taken by Mrs. Mickey 
Lauchinaur of Santa Venetia. 
It’s June already and usually 
from July on, those big fish are 
closer to the shoieline. Also 
starting in Juiy, Tomales Bay 
just outside the mouth serves 
up some real trophies each

Hal but fishing should be­ 
gin to pick up there too, but 
stay home if it’s windy and the 
bar is breaking. If it’s flat its 
great; if it’s rough, it can kill 
you! 


TROUT PLANTS are sched­ 
uled for Bon Tempe, Lagunitas 
and Phoenix reservoirs in Ma­ 
rin County this week. The east 
branch of the Russian River is 
also scheduled for a plant. 
Blue gill fishing is good at 
Nicasio Lake. Arsenia Jordan 
of Hayward gets the big fish of 
the week award with her four- 
pound, one-ounce black bass 
taken with a red worm on a No. 
6 hook. 
President Richard Nixon has 
just signed a National Hunting 
and Fishing Day into existance. 
Public Law 92-285 has just been 
signed and will be a reality on 
Sept. 23. The celebration is 
planned to dramatize the inval­ 
uable contributions made by 
the nation’s hunters and fisher­ 
men in the conservation of fish 
and wildlife resources, and to 
encourage broader public par­ 
ticipation in all phases of con­ 
servation work. 


THE DEPARTMENT of Fish 
and Game again issued its 
yearly warning to well meaning 
nature observers to leave fawns 
that are seen in fields or along 
roadways right where they are. 
If you pick the animals up, you 
may be dooming them to an 
early death. Although the tiny 
animals may appear to have 
been abandoned by their moth­ 
er, chances are the adult moth­ 
er deer will shortly return and 
take charge of its young. 
You are also violating the 
Fish and Game Code. Each 
spring a number of arrests are 
made of well meaning people 
who make the mistake of pick­ 
ing up fawns. Latest to make 
this mistake was a Napa Coun­ 
ty College student. He appeared 
in the St. Helena Justice Court 
May 31, and after pleading nole 
contendre to a charge of taking 
a live fawn, he was fined $125, 
suspended on condition he put 
two days in the county prison’s 
work program.
